C o n k l i n g a n d S a r g e n t N o m i n a t e d . 
W a sh in g to n, February 24th.—The Presi­ 
dent has nominated Sargent to be Envoy E x­ 
traordinary and M inister Plenipotentiary to 
Germany, anti Conkling as Assoeiate Justice 
of the Supreme Court. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.) 


W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—The nomi­ 
nation of ConkliDg created quite a stir in the 
Senate, as it was entirely unexpected, and 
Senators freely expressed their surprise. The 
indications are th at he will be confirmed 
unanimously. Sargent’s nomination surprised 
some of his friends, who maintained till the 
last that he wonld be Szcretary of the Inte­ 
rior. 
Kirkwood’s friends have been working 
industriously in his behalf of late, though he 
has not made a single movement for himself. 
There is talk of the probability of (Jonkling’s 
declination, as it is said he was not communi­ 
cated with on the subject. 
I t is believed that 
if he declines Senator Edmunds will be ap­ 
pointed. 
The nomination of Sargent is re­ 
garded a3 settling the fact that Kirkwood 
remains at the head of the Interior D epart­ 
ment, 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 


N ew Y o b k, February 24th.—T h e evening 
papers had gone to press before to day’s 
W ashington news was received. 
The Post's correspondent there says : M any 
Senators are ioclitied to look upon Conkliog’s 
nomination as his retirem ent from politics. 
This implies a belief that he will accept the 
place, which is not shared by all. 
SargeLt’s 
nomination was in the nature of a surprise to 
him, as it was to every one. 
I t was made, 
no doubt, partly at least, ia deference to ex­ 
pressions of opinion by the newspapers. 
The Commercial Advertiser says : The news 
created a surprise here in New Y ork. 
I t was 
regarded as a graceful act on the part of the 
President, and an assurance that if Conkling 
could he induced to accept, th at the Bench 
would be adorned. 
The Commercial's W ashington special says: 
Senator F ry ’s comment on the nomination 
“ They are both good, but I would like it 
better if the President would give us ono on 
our (Biaine) side. 
If he would nominate 
Chandler for the Interior, now, we can all say 
well done.” 
In a postscript the Post's W ashington cor­ 
respondent says : I t is understood th at Sar­ 
gent will accept the place tendered him. and 
will be rather gratified thus to escape from 
the storm which has been raging about the 
Interior D epartm ent and the h ird work at­ 
tendant upon the position for which his nom­ 
ination was expected. 
E xplanation o f rtargenl’* A ppointm ent. 
W ashington, February 24 h.—As far as 
can be gathered from the best instructed 
sources, the following ia the explanation of 
the appointm ent of »x-Senatcr Sargent to the 
German M ission: The President is an old 
and attached friend of Mr. Sargeut, and has 
a firm belief in his ability, experience and 
purity of character. 
Hi- mind was made up 
to call him to the Interior Departm ent last 
December, hut some complications growing 
out of the Eastern pressure, and the earnest 
request of the Iowa delegation for Kirkwood’s 
retention, induced him to delay Sargent’s 
appointment. Meanwhile it became known 
that he intended to call Sargent to the In te­ 
rior Departm ent, and there was an alarm 
raised among the lndian-ring thieves and 
land-grabbers, lest his appointment would 
effectually block their little games. 
Sargent 
was approached by persons secretly repre­ 
senting these interests, but was found to be 
characteristically unwilling to give any as­ 
surances as to his futHre course. 
O > this a 
fusillade commenced in some of the Eastern 
papers, most of which doubtless did not 
know the motives for the attacks which they 
published. 
Tnese motives were carefally 
kept out of sight. 
I t is understood th at the 
campaign against Sargent in the E ast and in 
California has cost his ae«ailants a very large 
amount of money, estimated as high as $100,­ 
000. 
Some influential parties proposed to 
withdraw the opposition to his ap;'ointment 
if they could name the principal officers 
under him, who m ight be supposed to he able 
to inf! lence his admioistration, but he dis­ 
dainfully rejected this overture, and the fight 
went on. 
He has come here to attend to the 
disposi ion of a case into which he was in­ 
vited by the Attorney-General to appear on 
the side of the Government, in which home­ 
stead and pre-emption settlers and some small 
ranch holders, who had appealed to the A t­ 
torney-General for help, were on one side, 
while on the other side were the Carpentiers. 
The latter wanted twenty-two leagues of land, 
and the settlers wished to confiue them to 
two leagues. • The position of Sargent in 
this case, and the

agrie at 
land-grabbers, 
troubled all th at tribe, 
not 
for 
what 
might 
be 
done 
in 
the 
Sobrante 
case alone, but on account of what might be 
expected from his decisions in all such cases 
if he were Secretary of the Interior. 
Sar­ 
gent stood the consequent abuse with philos­ 
ophy until recently, when he sent word to 
the President by a Senator that he cared Yery 
little for the office except for vindication, and 
he pimply asked a speedy settlem ent of the 
question ; but hoped his name would not be 
further considered if it would embarrass the 
President. 
President A rthur replied that 
the manufactured stuff published in various 
quarters had had no effect ia shaking his 
good opinion of his friend, whose business 
capacity and integrity he well kuew, and that 
he would show hie confidence in Sargent very 
soon. 
Shortly following this conversation 
Sargent’s name was sent to the Senate for 
one of the fonr principal missions authorized 
by Congress, and in a few davs he will be 
M inister Plenipotentiary and Envoy E xtra­ 
ordinary to the German Empire, with a 
salary of $17.500 per year. 
He will accept 
the high compliment thns bestowed upon 
him, and with bis ideas of reform in the In ­ 
terior 
Department, 
it 
is 
undoubtedly 
fortunate 
for him 
to 
escape 
its 
enormously 
hard work and onerous re­ 
sponsibilities. 
In 
the 
whole contest 
he 
has had the warmest countenance from many 
of his former brother Senators and members 
of the House, the notable exceptions being 
Messrs. Don Cameron. Logan and Teller, who 
w ant Chaffee appointed to the Secretaryship 
of the Interior, and the Nebraska delegation, 
who have been working for Paddock. 
Ed­ 
ward F . Beale has also fought Sargent in 
conjunction 
with Carpentier, thinking he 
conld claim to represent California in the 
Cabinet if Sargent were kept out, and Gen­ 
eral G rant is warmly for Beale. 
Every 
Senator and member of Congress from 
the Pacific coast, irrespective of party, has 
been friendly to Sargent in the contest, 
while prominent California business men 
have volunteered numerous telegrams and 
letters indorsing him. 
Both of the Califor­ 
nia Senators express regret that he has not 
been made Secretary of the Interior, hut say 
the disappointment of the expectations that 
the Pacific coast wonld be represented in the 
Cabinet is partly modified by the fact that 
California has a t last, and f >r the first time,

by reducing bis statem ent to w riting, which 
statem ent is now in the hands o f the P ort­ 
land authorities.

whom

F or him self he acknowledged 
th a t he had been the “ frien d ” of Muliie 
Flipper, another of the women who rave 
aw ay the information of the m urder. L ite 
on the evening th at Brown was inveigled 
into the den for the purpose of preventing 
his appearance in Court against Carrie 
B radley, 
Sullivan w ent to his room in 
B radley’s house and found Brown in his 
bed. 
Dollie Adams, from an adjoining 
room, saw him, and telling him th at Brown 
was under the influence of a drug, she in­ 
vited him to enter her room and discuss 
w ith her several bottles of beer. 
He ac­ 
cepted the invitation, and rem ained in her 
society until daylight. 
She informed him 
th a t m orphine had been used on Brown. 
W hen it was discovered th at Brown was 
dead Sullivan said he would go down 
and inform the Coroner, bu t the woman 
Adam s 
refused 
to 
let 
him 
do 
so, 
saying 
th a t 
the 
poison 
would 
be 
discovered. 
I t was then decided to m ake 
away w ith the body, which was afterw ard 
packed in a trunk. A hack was hired from 
a man named Baker about m idnight the 
next dav, Saturday, under pretense of ta k ­ 
ing a passenger to the steam er. The trunk 
was lifted to the hack, which was driven 
by M ahone to the Dorth end of the eity. 
On the wav they stopped at a ballast pile 
aDd secured a num ber of large stones to be 
used in weighing down the dead body. 
A rriving at the lonely spot selected the 
stones were fastened to the corpse and, u n ­ 
der cover of 
darkness, 
the body was 
dropped into the w aters of the W illam ette. 
They were paid a small sum of money for 
their services, b u t not $100, as w asjnrat re­ 
ported. The statem ent is very voluminous, 
and gives an exhaustive account of the 
whole affa’r.

C onklins and Surgen! N om inated. 
W ashington, February 24th.—The Presi­ 
dent has nominated Sargent to ba Envoy Ex­ 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Germany, and Cnnkling as Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, February 24th.—The nomi­ 
nation of Conkling created quite a stir in the 
Senate, as it was eutirtly unexpected, and 
Senators freely expressed their surprise. The 
indications are that he will be confirmed 
unanimously. Sargent’s nomination surprised 
some of his friends, who maintained till the 
last that he would be S.cretary of the Inte­ 
rior. Kirkwood’s friends have been working 
industriously in his behalf of late, though he 
has not made a single movement for himself. 
There is talk of the probability of Conkliog’s 
declination, as it is said he was not commuoi- 
cated with on the subject. It is believed Lh&t 
if he declines Senator Edmunds will be ap­ 
pointed. The nomination of Sargent is re­ 
garded as settling the fact that Kirkwood 
remains at the head of the Interior Depart­ 
ment, 
[THIRD DISPATCH.l 
N ew Y ork, February 24th.—The Evening 
papers had gone to press before to day’s 
Washington news was received. 
The Post's correspondent there says : Many 
Senators are incliued to look upon Conkiieg’s 
nomination as his retirement from politics. 
This implies a belief that he will accept the 
place, which is not shared by all. Sargent’s 
nomination was in the nature of a surprise to 
him, as it was to every one. It was made, 
no doubt, partly at least, in deference to ex­ 
pressions of opinion by the newspapers. 
The Commercial Advertiser says : The news 
created a surprise here in New York. It was 
regarded as a graceful act on the part of the 
President, and an assurance that if Conkling 
could be induced to accept, that the Bench 
would be adorned. 
The Commercial's Washington special says: 
Senator Fry’s comment on the nomination 
“ They are both good, but I would like it 
better if the President would give us ono on 
our (Blaine) side. If he would nominate 
Chandler for the Interior, now, we can all say 
well done.” 
In a postscript the Post's Washington cor­ 
respondent says : It is understood that Sar­ 
gent will accept the place tendered him, and 
will be rather gratified thus to escape from 
the storm which has been raging about the 
Interior Department and the hard work at­ 
tendant upon the position for which his nom­ 
ination was expected. 
E xplanation of Sargent's A ppointm ent. 
W ashington, February 24 h.—As far as 
cau be gathered from the best instructed 
Bources, the following is the explanation of 
the appointment of "X-Senator Sargent to the 
German Mission: The President is an old 
and attached friend of Mr. Sargent, and has 
a firm belief in his ability, experience and 
purity of character. Hi- mind was made up 
to call him to the Interior Department last 
December, but some complications growing 
out of the Eastern pressure, and the earnest 
request of the Iowa delegation for Kirkwood’s 
retention, induced hint to delay Sargent’s 
appointment. Meanwhile it became known 
that he intended to call Sargent to the Inte­ 
rior Department, and there was an alarm 
raised amoDg the lndian-ring thieves and 
land-grabbers, lest his appointment would 
effectually block their little games. Sargent 
was approached by persons Becretly repre­ 
senting these interests, but was found to be 
characteristically unwilling to give any as­ 
surances as to his futuro course. O i this a 
fusillade commenced in some of the Eastern 
papers, most of which doubtless did not 
know the motives for the attacks which they 
published. These motives were carefuby 
kept out of sight. It is understood that the 
campaign against Sargent in the East and in 
California has cost bis assailants a very large 
amount, of money, estimated as high as $100,- 
OOO. Some influential parties proposed to 
withdraw the opposition to his appointment 
if they could name the principal officers 
under him, who might be supposed to be able 
to influence his administration, but he dis­ 
dainfully rejected this overture, and the fight 
went on. He has come hero to attend to the 
disposi ion of a case into which he was in­ 
vited by the Attorney-General to appear on 
the side of the Government, in which home­ 
stead and pre-emption settlers and some small 
ranch holders, who had appealed to the At­ 
torney-General for help, were on one side, 
while on the other side were the Carpentiers. 
The latter wanted twenty-two leagues of land, 
and the settlers wished to confine them to 
two leagues. • The poritioD ot Sargent in

troubled all that tribe, not for wbat 
might

case alone, but on account of what might be 
expected from his decisions in all such cases 
if he were Secretary' of the Interior. Sar­ 
gent stood the consequent abuse with philos 
ophy until recently, when he sent word to 
the President by a Senator that he cared very 
little for the office except for vindication, and 
he simply asked a speedy settlement of the 
question ; but hoped his name would not be 
further considered if it would embarrass the 
President. President Arthur replied that 
the manufactured stuff published in variouB 
quarters bad had no effect in shaking his 
good opinion of his friend, whose business 
capacity and integrity he well knew, and that 
he would show his confidence in Sargent very 
soon. Shortly following this conversation 
Sargent’s name was sent to the Senate for 
oae of the four principal missions authorized 
by Congress, and in a few davs he will be 
Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extra­ 
ordinary to the German Empire, with a 
salary of $17.500 per year. He will accept 
the high compliment thus bestowed upon 
him, and with his ideas of reform in the In­ 
terior Department, 
it is undoubtedly 
fortunate 
for him 
to 
escape 
its 
enormously 
hard work and onerous re­ 
sponsibilities. In the whole contest he 
has had the warmest countenance from many 
of his former brother Senators and members 
of the House, the notable exceptions being 
Messrs. Don Cameron, Logan and Teller, who 
want Chaffee appointed to the Secretaryship 
of the Interior, and the Nebraska delegation, 
who have been working for Paddock. Ed­ 
ward F. Beale has also fought Sargent in 
conjunction 
with Carpentier, thinking he 
conld claim to represent California in the 
Cabinet if Sargent were kept out, and Gen­ 
eral Grant is warmly for Beale. Every 
Senator and member of Congress from 
tbe Pacific coast, irrespective of party, has 
been friendly to Sargent in the contest, 
while prominent California business men 
have volunteered numerous telegrams and 
letters indorsing him. Both of the Califor­ 
nia Senators express regret that he has not 
besn made Secretary of the Interior, but say 
the disappointment of the expectations that 
the Pacific coast would be represented in the 
Cabinet is partly modified by the fact that 
California has at last, and fir the first time, 
been lec. gnized as of sufficient importance 


to fill a strictly first-class foreign mis­ 
sion. 
In the executive session of the 
Senate to-day Farley rose to make a warm 
indorsement of Sargent’s nomination, and ad' 
vocate its immediate confirmation, but was 
presented by tbe interposition of an objec­ 
tion ; but for which Sargent would undoubt­ 
edly have teen confirmed this afternoon. It 
¡9 safe to Bajr that it will be a long time be­ 
fore California will again have so good a 
chance for representation in the Cabinet. 
Meanwhile it may be a satisfaction to know 
that the present disappointments involve no 
difcredit, either to the State or the character 
of the individual whom most cf her citizenB 
desired to see appointed. 
Senator Hour Opposed to Conkling’* Ap 
pulntment. 
W ashington, February 24th.—When the 
nomination of Senator Conkling as Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court was read in 
the executive session of the Senate this after 
noon, a motion was made to take it up for 
immediate consideration. 
Senator Hoar 
thereupon took the floor and warmly said 
that while he conceded Conkling’* great 
abilities, and that no man since Webster had 
surpassed him in intellectual force, ho be­ 
lieved Conkiing bad us =d hi* powers for bad 
purposes, and he did not believe him 
honest. His elevation to the Supreme 
Bench, said Hoar, with great excitement 
of manner, and poundirg his desk with 
emphasis, would be a disgrace to the judicial 
ermine, and he therefore interposed au objec 
tion to the present consideration of the nomi­ 
nation, and insisted that it should take the 
regular course of refereuce to the Judiciary 
Committee. A single objection being suffi­ 
cient to prevent immediate consideration, the 
nomination was accordingly referred to that 
committee under the rules, without oppor­ 
tunity for debate or any reply to Hoar’s re­ 
marks. 
liorliau on Sargent's Appointment. 
W ashington, February 24th.—The Na­ 
tional Jlefndjlican of Saturday morning says : 
The nomination oí ex-Ssnator Sargent, of 
California, to Minister to Berlin, is a de­ 
served recognition of the known ability and 
uprightness of one of our most valuable pub­ 
lic men. Those with whom Sargent served 
six years in the House of Representatives and 
six years in the Senate will bear unanimous 
testimony that bis public career is without 
stain, and all who knew him in his private 
life know that he is above reproach. The 
only attacks ever made on him were either 
from sources which were misinformed or un­ 
worthy. His reputation is too solid to be 
affected by them. He will reflect credit upon 
our diploma’, ic service.

THE PORTLAND MURDER—COMPASSION. 
Peter Sullivan, who was arrested as the 
accomplice of the woman Bradley and the 
man Mahone, charged with the muider of 
John N. Brown, at Portland, O r, and 
whom the Oregon officers started home with 
on Thursday, has made a statement. An 
understanding exists between Sullivan and 
the authorities in Portland, and be will 
turn State’s evidence and be used as a wit­ 
ness against the others. During his con­ 
finement in the tanks he utilized bis time 
by reducing his statement to writing, which 
statement is now in the hands of the Port­ 
land authorities. In this statement Sulli­ 
van charges Brown's mnrder to Dollie Ad­ 
ams, one of the women who accused the 
trio. 
Sullivan mentions the names of 
nine persons whom he charges with 
being connected with the crime, and he 
stateB the part played by each in the 
tragedy. For himself he acknowledged 
that he had been the “ friend” of M. die 
Flipper, another of the women who - ave 
away the information of the murder. Lite 
on the evening that Brown was inveigled 
into the den for the purpose of preventing 
his appearance in Court against Carrie 
Bradley, Sullivan went to his room in 
Bradley’s house and found Brown in his 
bed. Dollie Adams, from an adjoining 
room, saw him, and telling him that Brown 
was under the influence of a drug, she in 
vited him to enter her room and discuss 
with her several bottles of beer. He ac­ 
cepted the invitation, and remained in her 
society until daylight. She informed him 
that morphine had been used on Brown. 
When it was discovered that Brown was 
dead Sullivan said he would go down 
and inform the Coroner, but the woman 
Adams refused to let him do so, 
saying that the poison would be 
discovered. It was then decided to make 
away with tho body, which was afterward 
packed in a trunk. A hack was hired from 
a man named Baker about midnight the 
next dav, Saturday, under pretense of tak­ 
ing a uassenger to the steamer. The trunk 
was lifted to the hack, which was driven 
by Mahone to the Dorth end of the eity. 
On the way they stopped at a ballast pile 
aDd secured a number of large stones to be 
used in weighing down the dead body. 
Arriving at the lonely spot selected the 
stones were fastened to the corpse and, un­ 
der cover of darkness, the body was 
dropped into the waters of the Willamette. 
They were paid a small sum of money for 
their services, but not $100, as wasjnrat re­ 
ported. The statement is very voluniinons, 
and gives an exhaustive account of the 
whole affair.

$100,000,000 to $150,000,000 a year.

L eaning T ow er.—Cracks of a danger­ 
ous character, necessitating the abandon­ 
ment of several houses in the vicinity, have 
been discovered in the “ leaning tower” of 
the old chnrch of St. Lambert, at Mnen- 
ster, in Westphalia. The tower is there­ 
fore to be torn down, in spite of the many 
historical associations which render it so 
dear to the citizens of Muenster. For the 
purpose of demolition the scaffolding used 
at tne erection of the Cologne spires has 
been put to service. 
The wooden cu­ 
pola has already been removed. 
Be­ 
neath its shelter have stood for 300 years 
the famouB iron cages in which were 
exposed the bodies of John of Leyden and 
his two Anabaptist associates, put to death 
in 1563. Having proclaimed himself king 
and prophet and dispossessed tbe Bishop of 
Muenster, John of Leyden was afterwards 
taken prisoner, carried abont from place to 
place and at length executed in the city. 
The three bodiA were then inclosed in the 
iron cages and hoisted to the top of the 
tower, where they remained until a few 
weeks ago. The cages and other relics of 
the time will be exhibited in Muenster 
until the new tower, which is to be built 
oat of the old materials, has been con­ 
structed. The fact is not directly stated, 
but we are left to infer that they will then 
be replaced upon their lofty perch, to con­ 
tinue what has certainly been one of the 
most curious reminiscent exhibitions of the 
spirit and manners of a former day.

Erperlme: ting on the Farm—The Choice 
of Horned stock for the 
Dairy or Farm. 


There are many farmers who seem to think 
agriculture a standstill operation ; who do 
not believe in improvement and progress ; 
who believe that their ancestors—their great- 
grand father, grand father and father were 
on a par with the best farmers of to day, and 
th at the farmer of the next century will be 
traveling in the same grooves that the farmer 
of the present day is traveling. These people 
ridicule all experiments in agriculture, laugh 
a t all experimenters as viffonary and theoret­ 
ical play furmcrs. 
These old fogy farmers, 
it is true, are passing aw ay; their num­ 
bers are at this time much lees than they 
were 
one 
hundred years ago, and 
the 
old fogy of to-day has two ideas to the old 
fogy of the last century ; but there are still 
too many old fogys yet, and too many 
who in theory are above the charge of old 
fogyi.m, but still in practice are but one re-, 
move from the old fogy of a century ago. 
The old farmers were not readers, but the 
present generation of farmers are becoming 
readers, and some of them are learning to 
think about what they read, and thinking is 
the next thing to acting upon one’s thoughts. 
One thing is certain, that the old-time preju­ 
dice against agricultural papers and agricult 
urai writers is passing away, and the farmer 
of the present time is considered a stupid and 
ignorant m m if he does not keep up with the 
g i o eral agricultural literature of the day. 
B ut we are all too apt to be satisfied with 
reading and talking of experiments of others, 
and too much inclined to leave all experiments 
en the farm to those we are pleased to call 
scientific farmers. 
W e are always too busy 
or too poor to make any experiments our­ 
selves to-day, but live in the hope that next 
m onth or next year we will have more 
leisure or more means, and then we are re­ 
solved we will become scientific farmers our­ 
selves, and will teach our neighbor farmers 
how to im prove their crops, their stock, and 
their general management 
of 
the farm. 
Now, the truth is th at every fanner who 
raises wheat or barley, or any other grain, 
should be an experimenter. 
H e should, in 
addition to his field crop, from which he 
expects to secure a profit on his investment 
of money, time and lab r, have an experi 
m ental crop on a smaller scale, from which 
he may obtain some bints of value which may 
guide him in the management of his field 
crop another year. 
W hen we reflect that our present wheat— 
which is the main subsistence of all the mod­ 
ern civilized Dations—was originally a wild, 
uncultivated grass, producing an indifferent 
and unpromising seed of a single variety, and 
th at all the present varieties have sprung 
from this wild seed through accidental or in­ 
tentional experiments, we ought to be able to 
see a promising field for still greater improve­ 
ment, and to be stimulated to constant ex­ 
periments. 
A ll observant 
wheat-growers 
m ust have noticed in their fields now and 
then a bunch or stool of grain growing more 
rapidly and vigorously and maturing earlier 
and producing a plumper grain than the gen­ 
eral product of the field. 
A ll m ust have 
observed th at among the red varieties there 
is now and then a stool of white or ambex- 
colored grain of a different shaped berry, 
and among the white varieties now and then 
a stool producing a lighter colored grain of a 
distinctive appearance and characteristics; 
and so among any particular kind of wheat 
th at theie will now and then appear a few 
heads of apparently a different kind of wheat. 
Sometimes these ciflerent bunches or stools 
may have themselves come from a stray seed 
of another kind that has been mixed with the 
seed 
s o w d , but very frequently they are 
sports, and if selected and kept separate 
and 
sown 
in 
an 
experimental 
plat 
may lead to greatly improved varieties. 
If each farmer when he observes these tp rrs 
among his wheat would mark them, and if 
on m aturity they were to he found to promise 
an improvemeui, save the seed and sow it 
separately in his experimental plat, is is not 
almost certain th at our present varieties of 
wheat w aid be greatly increased, and that 
general improvement of this valuable grain 
would be greatly and rapidly increased ? It 
is by no means improbable that the present 
yield of wheat can be doubled by simply car­ 
rying on a system of careful selection of seed. 
Suppose a thousand farmers in California 
should adopt and annually carry out the sug­ 
gestions above for the teim of a dozen years, 
who does not believe th at the result would be 
a greatly increased yield of wheat per acre 
in the State, and probably a greatly improved 
quality also ? 
The same remarks are as applicable to bar­ 
ley, to oats, rye, and in fact to all kind of 
grain, as to wheat. 
Particularly can corn 
be improved by selection ; not because corn 
is any more iu-ceptible of improvement than 
wheat or the other small grains, but because 
being a larger grain, and grown in a different 
manner and cultivated more while growing, 
it is more ea-ily examiued for sports or for 
samples of special excellence. 
The history of 
corn is more thoroughly known than that of 
wheat, being of a more recent discovery, and 
the improvements from the oiiginal have 
been more fully recognized and recorded 
The original corn discovered is said to have 
had the ear on the top, where the tassei is 
now located, often the ear and tassel seeming 
united in 
the grow th; but by cul'.iva 
tion 
and 
selection 
the 
present 
form 
has 
been 
tried, 
each 
stalk 
having 
a tassel at i s top and an ear coming 
out of the stalk lower down. 
Then it was 
observed that some of the stalks were in­ 
clined to produce two ears, one large and well 
developed, and the other a mere nubbin or 
half-foimed ear. 
By a careful selection of 
seed from the ears growing these double­ 
bearing stalks a variety was soon established 
bearing two ears on nearly every stalk, and 
by following up this selection and cultiva­ 
tion, we have fixed varieties bearing from 
two to four well developed ears on eacti stalk. 
Then we have the eight-rowed corn—th at is 
corn with eight rows of kernels on each ear— 
with twelve and even sixteen rows on each 
ear. 
W e have the large white, the large yel­ 
low, toe Southern dent, the gourtl-d seed, 
and various 
other 
varieties, besides the 
numerous varieties of sweet corn, the pop 
corn, and the red corn. 
All these have come 
from the wild corn grown in the form of a 
wild grass in South America. If corn has been 
thusim proved by experiment and by selection, 
in the past, with but little care or experiment, 
how much might it be improved by careful 
experiment and observation by a thousand or 
more intelligent farmers, working with a 
special design to improvement? The same 
remarks are applicable to every product of 
• the farm—to the various kinds of grasses and 
forage plants, and to all the vegetables and 
roots used for food for msB or b east; all have 
been greatly improved, and all are slid capa­ 
ble of greater improvement when_ experi­ 
mented with with a special purpose in view. 
Is not every farmer interested in this im­ 
provement of the produce of the farm of 
every kind ? 
I t has been well said th at the man who 
makes two blades of grass grow where only 
one grew before, is a benefactor of mankind. 
A few individuals have gained the distinc­ 
tion of benefactors by experiments with some 
of the special crops that make up the pro­ 
ducts of the farm. 
Dr. Goodricb, of New 
York, turned his attention to the improve­ 
m ent of the potato, being induced to do so in 
consequence of the diseases th at threatened 
the 
destruction of this valuable tuber, 
aud 
the 
result 
of 
a 
few 
ex­ 
periments was the production of half a 
dozen new and valuable 
varieties. 
The 
Early Rose is one of those new varieties. 
If 
Dr. Goodrich bad done nothing more during 
his life than to originate this new potato he 
would have been richly deserving of the 
honor of being recognized and remembered 
as a bentfictor of his race. 
W hat would 
California farmers do without the Early Rose 
potato? Dr. Goodrich obtained this and all 
his other new varieties by planting the little 
balls th at grow on the vines of the potato and 
then planting the tubers a few years t> de­ 
termine the value of the new kinds thus pro­ 
duced. Now suppose th at a thousand farmers 
in this State should fora few years plant balls 
from their vines and test the products of such 
experiments, how valuable to the world might 
prove such experiments. 
I t is not probable 
th at each experimenter will be as succee - 
ful as Dr. Goodrich. 
Even if one out of the 
thousand should oroduce as great an improve­ 
ment as was th? E ir'y Rose, what a benefit to 
m ankind would result. 
How vast is the field for improvement in 


every department of agriculture and how 
great is the inducement to individuals to ex­ 
periment in this field, and yet how few are 
practical 
and 
intentional 
experimenters. 
Experiments need coet but little. 
I t is not 
necessary th at the whole farm should be de­ 
voted in any sense to experiment. 
A few rods 
of land will make a much better experimental 
farm than a thousand acres or than as m aty 
acres. The farm should be managed upon a 
basis of certainty, but the few ro is should 
only be set aBids to determine by experiment 
the field of ereatest certainty for the farm. 
Sir Isaac Newton by a Bimple experiment 
discovered the laws of gravitation or attrac­ 
tion 
by 
which 
the 
worlds 
are 
held 
in 
their 
places 
in 
space. 
D r. 
W att 
discovered a practical use for steam and a 
complete revolution in the motive power of 
almost everv industry on the earth is the re­ 
sult. 
Dr. Frankliu proved the existence and 
power of electricity and the means of control, 
and from it another revolution of motive pow­ 
ers is the result. 
The field for discovery and 
-Improvement in the cultivation of the soil 
auu in the improvement of known products, 
and in the finding and bringing to light new 
products of the soil, is one of the widest and 
most promising presented to mankind to day, 
and yet how many are ready occupying this 
field with a plan of experiments ? 


The Choice of Horned Stock—For the 
D lry or General Farm 
If one practically unacquainted with the 
advantages and disadvantages of the differ­ 
ent kinds or breeds of horned stock were to 
undertake 
to inform himself by inquiry 
from those engaged in the business of stock- 
raising in this State, he would probably come 
to the conclusion either th at there are as 
many different opinions as there are breeders 
of special breeds, or th at men’s judgments are 
so biased by their individual interests that 
they cannot or will not see or tell the truth. If 
for instance he goes to a breeder of the short­ 
horns for information and advice, he will 
generally be told that the shorthorns are by 
all odds the best breed for the general farmer, 
the dairyman or the betf-raiser. 
H e will be 
impressed with the ides th at they, the short­ 
horns, are the result of a cross of the best 
breeds found in the British Isles a century 
and more ago, and of careful breeding and 
fteding with a view to improvement for the 
dairy, the shambles and the farm ever since— 
all of which in a ce.-tain and general sense Is 
true. 
If he were to go to a breeder of the 
Jersey cattle, he will be told that the .JerBeys 
are the native stock of one of the Channel 
islands, situate in the British Channel be­ 
tween Eugland and France ; th at these cat­ 
tle have been raised on this island so long 
th at the memory of man cannot reach back 
to the time when they were not there, and 
that it has been one of the greatest aims of 
the people of this island to keep their cattle 
pure and unm ixtd with other breeds, because 
they knew them to be superior for the 
dairy and the general farmer to all other 
breeds—superior 
because 
they will 
pro­ 
duce more butter and of a better quality 
than any other breed, and th at there is 
more money in the Jersey cow for all pur­ 
poses than can be got out of any other breed. 
I t is true the advocates of the Jerseys will 
admit th at their favorites do not make a large 
quantity of beef to the animal, but they will 
assure you that their beef is of better quality, 
partaking of the character of venison, than 
the beef of larger animals, and for the same 
amount of food cor.su ned the Jerseys ara not 
behind anv other breed. 
B ut the Jersey 
man will exultingly ask, W hat if the Jersey 
does produce but a small carcass when at an 
old age Bhe is turned into beef, has she not 
already made her owner enough more butter 
than he could have obtained from a short­ 
horn or an Ayrshire or Devon to enable him 
to buy all the beef he w ints ? If he goes to 
the breeder of Ayrshire*, and seeks informa­ 
tion as to the best stock for a genpral farmer 
to invest in, the Ayrshire man will print to 
the supposed crossing of the old native stock 
of the North of England and Scotland with 
the valuable Dutch or Holstein stock ef the 
con inent, and intim ate that the beat milk 
blood <-f the sin r horns is also mixed in to 
torrn the best animal tor the farmer the world 
has yet produced, and advises him by all 
means to invest in the Ayrshire as the best 
breed for all purposes. 
Now, the real truth 
is, that the shorthorns, the Jerseys and the 
Ayrshire cattle are very distinct breeds of 
cattle, each breed po.-sessing characteristics 
and valuable qualities peculiar to its breed, 
and the person who is going to invest in 
horned stock must consult these characteris­ 
tics and his circumstances and locality to de­ 
termine which wiil prove the better stock for 
him. 
The shoithorrs are tie larger ani­ 
mals, and beyond dispute the be6t beet stock, 
and if beef and butter combined be the aim 
of the purchaser, he can secure this by an in­ 
vestment in the sh -rth jms more surely than 
by investing in either of the other breeds 
named. 
The calves of the Shorthorn cows 
are larger, and make more veal to turn 
off 
to 
the 
butcher 
of the other breeds; 
wetks old will bring 
three of the Jerseys 
shorthorn cows, if they have beea bred for 
the dairy and not for the show ring, are fair 
milkers, but they will give a large amount of 
milk for a comparatively short term of each 
year snd will then show a disposition to to 
dry. 
The milk of the shorthorn is as a rule 
rich, and will make a fair amount of hatter, 
but not eo much as the milk of the Jersey ; 
more, however, than th at of the Ayrshire. 
W hether 
a good 
shorthorn 
cow 
will 
make 
B3 
much 
butter 
as 
a 
good 
Jersey 
cow, 
year 
after 
year, 
takiug 
the year through, is not positively and defi­ 
nitely settled ; but it is generally conceded, 
or at least it is generally claimed, th at the 
Jersey will make more butter from a given 
amount of f.iod than the shorthorn cow. For 
strictly a butter making business there is no 
reasonable question that the Jersey, Alderney 
or Guernsey—all of the same general charac­ 
teristics—surpass all other breeds. For a city 
dairy, where the object is to produce the 
largest quantity of milk to supply daily cus­ 
tomers, there is bnt little doubt that-the A yr­ 
shire cow wiil prove more profitable than 
either of the other named breeds. 
B ut this 
is because the Ayrshire sacrifices quality or 
richness of milk to quantity. 
Tne Ayrshire 
secretes more water natural y in her milk, 
and less cream, aud hence is more profitable 
to her owner who sells her milk by the quart 
or gallon. 
W ith the e general facts before 
him, the person d»rir¡Dg to invest in stock for 
profit must c -nenlt his own circumstances and 
the particular branch of the dairy business he 
proposes to engage in.

in the professions or in the commercial or 
financial world stricken down by typhoid 
fever, some straggling through the disease 
and others dying, and th a t the cause of 
this disease has been dem onstrated to be 
this poison, I only state facts which are 
common in the experience of all physicians 
in this city. 


DEATH IX THE HOUSE. 
In some cases this has been the result of 
ignorance of th e very sanitary conditions 
which environed them . 
For example, two 
young men were stricken down w ith ty 
phoid fever, one of whom died. They were 
not acquaintances, but occupied offices in 
the same building, in the vicinity of W all 
street. 
On investigation it was found th a t 
there was not a trap in the whole building. 
In a house in which bu t a few m onths be­ 
fore several hundred dollars had been ex­ 
pended to put the plum bing in perfect con­ 
dition, a young man died of typhoid fever. 
O thers of th e family became ill, when it 
was found th a t a defective waste pipe was 
saturating the house w ith poisonous gas. 
But such facts as these are so common and 
so well known to the profession th a t I need 
not dwell upon them . 


DANGERS LURKING IN SEASIDE RESORTS. 
I t is the custom of m any to take their 
families for health and pleasure to various 
sum m er resorts—at th e seaside, the moun 
tains and other attractive country hotels— 
b at every year for some tim e past some of 
these places have proved fatal to health 
and often to life by typhoid fever, so th at 
now it seems to be the piain duty of every 
physician to warn such families as hold 
him responsible for their health of the 
danger every such resort as does not give 
them the evidence of a com petent sanitary- 
expert th at their house is safe from all such 
dangers. 
None but physicians arc alive to 
the fact th at many of those now living in 
beautiful and expensive houses are like the 
inhabitants who dwell at the base of M ount 
Vesuvius, in a soft', balmy, voluptuous at- 
mo?phere, surrounded by vineyards and 
gardens, luxuriant w ith the olive and the 
fig aud the orange trees, which mask and 
hide th e danger aDd desolation of the lava 
and ashes of 
disease. 
I t is absurd to 
suppose th at those who find pleasure in 
expending many thousands in buying works 
of a rt to embellish their homes will not 
gladly expend the insignificant sum neces­ 
sary to m ake their homes healthy for their 
families and themselves. 
The physician 
should never be an alarm ist—he never cm 
hoist the si enal of danger except when he 
sees the forewarning signs of an impending 
storm . 
U nfortunately, he can never see 
the danger from this poison u ntil its effects 
are already beginning to develop as Bhown 
by disease. 


AN ENGINEER’S VIEWS. 
Charles F. W ingate, the Sanitary E n­ 
gineer, was introduced. 
H e said whenever 
sickness, such as is really traceable to de­ 
fective plum bing or drainage, prevails in a 
house, and no sufficient canse for its exist­ 
ence is apparent, the physician should not 
be content nntil an exam ination has been 
made by a health officer or other com petent 
person to m ake sure th a t the house is free 
from sanitary defects. 
N othing should be 
taken for granted in such m atters and no 
evidence accepted regarding the safety of 
hidden plum bing work, as underground 
drains, cesspools, trap?, etc., except to have 
them open to view and their real condition 
proved beyond a doubt. 
Again, every 
physician should warn his patients not to 
lease or buy any dwelling, w hether old or 
new, w ithout having thé premises thor­ 
oughly exam ined and obtaining a certificate 
of their healtbfuineBS ; not the ordinary 
landlord’s or agent’s verbal statem ent that 
“ everything is lovely,” etc., but a legal 
docum ent th at will hold good in the Courts 
and be a gr. und for obtaining damages in 
ca6e the house should prove to be unsani­ 
tary and sickness result in consequence. 


.PLUMBING. 
The cost of a perfect job of plum bing was 
only tw enty-five per cent, more th an of a 
poor piece of w ork, and th e expense of 
overhauling an ordinary house and making 
the plum bing safe would soon be repaid by 
tbe saving in doctor’s bills. 
M ore de­ 
pended upon the physician’s efforts in edu­ 
cating the pnblic than on anyone else, be- 
because he was rightly believed to be 
disinterested. 
The speaker related some curious in­ 
stances of fatal disease caused from the 
cold-air boxes of furnaces in which dead 
cats, rats, etc., had been found. 
I t was 
absolutely w rong to allow any drain con­ 
nection betw een the refrigerator and the 
sew er which was often found in houses iu 
the city. 
No garbage or ashes should ever 
be allowed to be stored in cellars. 
Very 
frequently the dum b-w aiter had no storm- 
door shutting off the cellar-air from the 
upper living rooms. 
I t would be desirable 
to have all kitchens and laundries isolated 
from the house, b u t if th a t could not be 
done, hoods over kitchen ranges and plen­ 
tiful ventilation could at all events be pro­ 
vided for. 
Servants should not be allowed 
to sleep on 


THE GROUND FLOOR 
Or in basements. 
The speaker said the 
less drapery, curtains, lam brequins, etc., 
in a house the b etter it was. 
A t present 
houses were so m any boxes for absorbing 
foul air. 
Inside central bathroom s, with 
skylights shut a t the top, were exceedingly 
objectionable—they should alw ays have 
windows fronting the street. 
Sleeping- 
rooms leading into w ater-closeta and only 
separated by the door and transom from 
them were alm ost sure to be fatal. 
Mr. 
W ingate related several instances of death 
from typhus fever caused by sleeping in 
snch apartm ents in costly brown stone 
residences.

He showed also how chlorine 
gas may be used to purify foul walls. 
He 
8aid if bromine was poured into a basin in 
a room where scarlet fever, emall-pox and 
other contagious diseases had occurred, the 
walls a: well as other porous substances in 
the room were purified. 
“ In the barinsof 
water-closets chemicals should be placed, ’ 
said the prof.ssor, “ that will decompose 
sulphuretted hydrogen and other vile gases 
which might otherwise pass through the 
water in the goose-neck attached to the 
basin.” 
REMEDIES. 
A mixture of about equal weights of 
manganese of soda and sulphate of mag­ 
nesia thrown into the water will develop 
into ozone and decompose any poisonous 
gases. 
The chloride of zinc is also tffioa- 
cious in this respect. 
It is used in the 
germicide. The Libarragne solution (hypo­ 
chlorite of soda) and many other chemicals 
might be employed. 
An ounce of iodine 
sprinkled in a 6aucer and placed in the 
water closet will give off the vapor of this 
substance and be also very beneficial. 
For 
all the electro negatives ozone, chlorine, 
bromine aud iodine are possessed of this 
excellent potency of destroying the poison­ 
ous gases. ” The Professor related feelingly 
how he had lost his only son by drain-pipe 
gas poisoning. 


DR. WILLARD PARKER’S VIEW S. 
The laws of life and health were omnipo­ 
tent, Dr. Parker remarked, and the more 
we observed them the more perfect and 
healthful would be our days.

subject was one of profound importance. 
Professor Doremus had exhibited the pene- 
pushed out of its per on 
irative power of the fatal gases to a degree 
aud cut diagonally.

HOW RIBBONS ARE MADE. 


The manufacture of ribbons was carried 
on in France some time before that of silks, 
and the works at Saint Etienne were 
among the earliest established. 
A t the be­ 
ginning of the present century there were 
14 000 machines, employing 25,000 labor­ 
ers, iu these work», and the annual pro- 
dnction was 17,000 000 of ribbons. In 1S34 
the production had tripled, and between 
1S49 and 1857 the annual production sur­ 
passed 100,000,000 of ribbons. 
But this 
prosperity was fjllow ed by reverses, due 
chitfly to a change of fashion ; and some­ 
what later tbe rebellion in this country, 
which was followed by a very high tariff 
duty,

These secrets were at first transmitted from 
the initiated to the uninitiated in the mys­ 
terious gloom of the temples ; then written 
in sacred idioms, iucomprthensive to the 
vulgar, sculptured in hieroglyphics on pan­ 
els the length of the crypts of d’E!loz3. 
Our Europe, absorbed in purely material 
interests, has no conception of the hight of 
spiritualism reached by the penitents of In­ 
dia—the long fasts and meditations, the 
painful, almost impcssitde positions, main­ 
tained for years, so emaciating the body 
that, could you see them crowded under 
the perpendicular rays of the sun, you 
would believe them to be Egyptian mnm- 
mies forced into these ape-like attitudes. 
Their bodies are nothing more than chrysa­ 
lides cast off aud resumed at will by tho 
aoul, which, freed from all material links, 
soars on the wing9 of hallucination to in­ 
conceivable bights. They have strange 
visions, and while in this singular condi­ 
tion they mutter languages that have not 
been spoken by any nation for thousands 
of years. They are called madmen, fools : 
but they are almost gods I” 
Excited to the last degree by this ex­ 
traordinary harangue, Octave fixed his 
eyes on M. Balthazar, naturally unable to 
see any connection between the penitents 
of India aud his love for the Countess 
Plascovie Labinska. 
The doctor, perceiving Octave’s astonish­ 
ment, made a sign as if to prevent bis 
speaking. 
“ Patience, patience, my dear invalid ;

The reputation of Doctor Balthazar Cher­

■REPORTED L0*S OF STEAMERS. 


Two large English steamers, both of 
them in the freight trade, are reported to 
have been lost recently, and regarding one 
of them —the City of London—a report has 
got abroad that she was destroyed by 
dynam ite. 
In the case of a vessel which 
founders at sea with all hands of course it 
is always possible to imagine anything. 
Thus it might be suggested that the loss of 
The President, on which Tyrone Power 
was, may have been caused by an infernal 
m achine. 
And since there are fools of the 
I toaovan-Piossa kind, who wish to appear 
to be much greater ruffians and scoundrels 
fchan they really are, it is conceivable that 
w hen a snspicion of this kind is engendered 
somebody will very likely come forward to 
confirm it. 
B ut it is proper to point out 
That so far this report does not rest upon 
sa y evidence, and that it is simply a con­ 
jecture on the part of one of the owners of 
(he missing vessel. 
Of course the shame­ 
ful announcement of the Fenians that they 
intended to employ infernal machines has 
seem ed to jnstify snspicion whenever a 
wreck occurred sinoe, but there is very 
good ground for believing that those who 
Talked so loudly about dynamite had no 
serious intention of using it. 


CAHHON-CAKPBELL. 


I t m said that tha House Committee has 
-decided to report against both Cannon and 
•-Campbell; against Cannon, we suppose, on 
the ground that he was not eligible, and 
sgainst Campbell on the ground that he 
was not elected. 
This is the most judi- 
■ cious 
settlement of the case, in our 
opinion. 
It wonld be a scandal to admit 
Cannon, and an abuse to seat CampbelL 
There remains nothing, therefore, but to 
refer the matter back to the people, and 
nvsantime keep the seat vacant. 
If, mean­ 
tim e, the anti-polygamy law goes into 
«.aLaet, the Mormons will find that it is not 
-•-%j easy a m atter te re-elect Cannon. 


A few weeks ago a meeting of the cred­ 
itors of Archbishop Purcell was held, and 
it was announced that the liabilities of his 
estate were §4,000,000, and the assets 
about $200,000. It was farther stated that 
when the necessary legal and other ex­ 
penses had been met, the available prop­ 
erty would probably not more than reach 
five per cent, of the indebtedness. 
A few 
days ago the Union Generale Bank of 
France collapsed. 
I t was an institution 
which had aimed at other than banking 
enterprises. 
It projectors had conceived 
the idea of enlisting religious sympathy as 
a support and financial basis, and they 
had declared their intention to aid con­ 
vents and other ecclesiastical machinery 
with their funds, and had even spoken of a 
magnificent plan for establishing a great 
Catholic newspaper, which was to guide 
and speak for the whole Catholic world 
and was to have for contributors Cardinals 
and Bishops and great dignitaries of the 
Church. 
The religious enthusiasm of the 
Directors was so great that Pope Pius the 
Ninth was induced to give them his bless­ 
ing, and with this indorsement they were 
enabled to enlist the help of a number of 
Catholic potentates and princes. 
A dis­ 
patch on Thursday informed our readers 
how these reckless children of the Church 
were fleeced ; how the Austro-Hungarian 
Emperor, the Count of Chambord, the 
Duke of Cumberland, and many mor», 
have lost their millions of francs ; and so 
wc find these two im portant experiments 
in the line of religions banking brought to 
the same melancholy but perfectly natural 
end. 
The instructivcness of these cases lies on 
the surface. 
It is to be observed th at in 
both instances the religious sentiment was 
employed as the substitute for commonsense 
business precautions. And it is here that re­ 
ligion must always be fatal to similar en­ 
terprises, for though it may be adequate to 
the support of the soul in times of afflic­ 
tion, its capabilities are of necessity purely' 
spiritual, and it is no more available to 
supply the place of collateral security than 
a good conscience would be to supply the 
place of a bridge over a swollen and rapid 
river. 
The good conscience is no doubt an 
admirable possession in its way, but it will 
not keep its owner’s head above w ater if 
he falls in. 
Ju st so is it with religion. 
It 
•annot be relied upon to secure the safe­ 
guard of loans recklessly made without 
proper security, nor can it be trusted to 
secure a prosperous outcome for ill-judgei 
enterprises. 
In the case of Archbishop 
Purcell thousands of poor people put their 
earnings in his hands confidently because 
be was each a good man. But his goodness 
did not prevent him from making ducks 
and drakes of all this property in the moat 
headlong way, and at last it turned out 
that if he had been an inveterate gambler 
and profligate instead of the benevolent 
old gentleman he was, he could not have 
more thoroughly and hopelessly dissipated 
the large sums intrusted to his care. 
In the caso of the Union Generale, the 
approval of the Pope and the support of 
the Catholic dignitaries and princes were 
availed of as a substitute for prudent 
management. 
It was thought that a bank 
which could secure the prayers of the 
Church at any time need not be restrained 
by sordid conventionalities, and in truth 
it was not so restrained. 
Its course was 
rapid, and bold, and brief. 
It relied upon 
the religions sentiment. Its managers acted 
as though the Pope could multiply its 
resources, upon occasion, in a miraculous 
way. 
And now these managers are in 
prison on well-grounded charges of swin­ 
dling, and the Catholic princes and digni­ 
taries are bemoaning the utter loss of 
their deposits. 
It would seem th at these 
two cases ought to open the eyes of the 
world to the simple fact that business is 
business, and convince even the most 
pions that it is impossible to carry on 
a bank upon any other than sound banking 
principles. 
The principles of safe banking 
have been worked out from long experience 
of the ways of men, and it has never been 
found that questions of sentiment had any 
proper connection with them. 
Directly, 
¡ndeed, a banker begina to lend money to 
people because they are good, or because 
they are of this or that religion, or because 
of anything else than his knowledge of 
their ability to repay him, and his assur­ 
ance of his power to compel them so to do 
in case of need, that banker ceases to be a 
business man, and his ruin becomes a m at­ 
ter of certainty if he proceeds far enough 
in this path. 
Benevolence and confidence are no doufbt 
beautiful attributes, but they have no 
place in banking. 
A banker is a man who 
handles other people’s money, and who 
therefore must not have any personal feel­ 
ings in his business. 
His only safety lies 
in unbending adherence to the principle of 
complete security. 
If he becomes senti­ 
mental in any direction he is a lost banker. 
But religious banking introduces sentiment 
as a recognized principle in the business, 
and of course it revolutionizes everything ; 
with what results we have seen in the cases 
of Archbishop Purcell and the Union Gen­ 
erale. 
And since in religious banking the 
directors hold oat what is in effect a fraud­ 
ulent expectation, we do not see why this 
kind of folly should be suffered to escape 
the penalties which modern civilization 
visits apon non-rcligious impostures. Take 
for instance the case of the Women’s Bank 
of Boston, wherein Mrs. Howe fleeced her 
countrywomen so cruelly. 
In th at case 
the appeal to confidence was clearly akin 
to the instances already cited. 
Mrs. Howe 
deluded her depositors with fables about 
mysterious philanthropists. 
The Union 
Generale intimated th at 
the Christian 
Chnrch was at its back. 
Both robbed 
their victims in the end, however, and 
both came to grief. 
W hy should any dis­ 
tinction be made between them ? If the 
public are to be protected against their 
own ignorance and the mischievous sim­ 
plicity of men like Archbishop Pnrcell as 
well as against the deliberate roguery of 
Mrs. Howe and the directors of the Union 
Generale, it seems that it will be necessary 
to prohibit religions banking quite as 
sternly as any other illegitimate kind of 
undertaking.

the formula most in vogne with this kind 
of people, th at “ the rich had been grow- 
“ ing richer, and the poor poorer. ” W hen­ 
ever a demagogue, with lungs of brass and 
brain of sheep, wishes to assist his personal 
schemes by indorsing some piece of com­ 
munistic roguery, he is sure to make use of 
this phrase. 
I t is, in short, the shibbo­ 
leth of all who seek to overthrow existing 
institutions, and of all who seek to curry 
favor with the ignorant by affecting a 
spurious sympathy with the poor. 
The 
fallacy of the position has been often as­ 
serted, and as often demonstrated. 
It is 
not in any sense true th at the conditions 
of modern society favor the few at the ex­ 
pense of the many. 
The truth is that the 
many never had as good opportunities as 
now, and that while the facilities for ac­ 
cumulating wealth have greatly increased 
the percentage of prosperous men, the cir­ 
cumstances of the masses have been im­ 
proved within the past half century in the 
most wonderful 
and altogether unpre­ 
cedented manner. 
It is in fact true that 
the richer have grown richer, but it is 
quite as true that the poor have grown 
richer too ; and it is certain that the pros­ 
perity of the lower classes has been pro­ 
portionately greater than that of the small 
minority of rich men. 
The proofs of these assertions have re­ 
cently been furnished in the form of statis­ 
tics as regards most of the countries of 
Europe. 
The statistician is Mr. Mulhall, 
a well-known English economist, and his 
conclusions are extremely interesting. 
He 
has taken the period since 1840 for exam­ 
ination. 
In that year he finds that the 
amount of property per capita in the 
United Kingdom waB £2 Id., whereas in 
1877 it had risen to £3 19s. 
That this did 
not represent an increase of wealth pos­ 
sessed by the upper class alone, is shown 
by the fact that the proportion of the lower 
class during the same period shifted from 
76 to Cli per cent, of the whole population, 
showing a marked rise in the prosperity of 
the workingmen. 
It is interesting to dis­ 
cover that in the same period Scotland and 
Ireland showed greater advance even than 
England. 
The latter fact will puzzle those 
who have been assured that the condition 
of the Irish has been steadily deteriorating, 
and that they are continually going from 
bad to worse. 
But it will surprise most 
people to learn that Scotland has become 
the most thrifty country in the world per­ 
haps. 
Forty years ago, says Mr. Mulhall, 
“ Scotland swarmed with beggars to such 
“ a degree that the Sheriffs declared the 
“ state of the country was most alarming, 
“ and the farmers were so poor that they 
“ bled their cattle and cooked the blood 
“ as food.” 
But in 1877 the wealth of the 
country had so increased that it then 
had £'277 to every inhabitant, which is a 
larger proportion than is to be found any­ 
where else, probably. 
The details of the Irish case show that 
whereas in 1840 her property amounted to 
aOS.000,000, to day it is £43S,000,00l), or 
£85 per head. 
It is curious that in 1S40 
Ireland was ahead of Scotland as regards 
wealth, though now Caledonia has com­ 
pletely eclipsed her sister Erin. But among 
the most interesting facts revealed by Mr. 
Mulball’s inquiries is the discovery that 
increate of prosperity leads, among other 
changes, to a very much greater consump­ 
tion of food than would be thought prob­ 
able. The working classes evidently invest 
a large part of their increased wages in 
improved living, and in this way it cannot 
be doubted that the physical well-being of 
modern communities has been greatly pro­ 
moted. 
In 1840 the average consumption 
for every person in the United Kingdom 
was as follows, for the provisions named : 
Tea, 22 ounces; sugsr, 15 pounds ; wheat, 
269 pounds ; meat, 84 pounds. 
In 1880 
the quantities consumed per capita were 
as follows : Tea, 73 ounces ; sugar, 59 
pounds; wheat, 35S pounds; meat, 118 
pounds. 
It will be perceived th at (he in­ 
crease of consumption has been very much 
greater than could have been imagined, 
and that it is indicative of the most marked 
and 
unmistakable improvement in the 
general condition of the masses. 
And it 
must be remembered th at the English 
statistics give us a very fair idea of what 
has happened in this country. 
The differ­ 
ences are not great. 
Our tariff has oper­ 
ated against our working classes, and in 
several respects their living is more expen­ 
sive than that of the English workingmen. 
But it is certain that in both countries the 
natural tendency has been steadily upward, 
where it has not been checked by bad 
statesmanship. 
There has been a certain rise in the cost 
of living during the past forty years, but 
it is but a small percentage of the improve­ 
ments in wages and in the general condi­ 
tions of life. In fact, these statistics make 
it perfectly clear that the talk about the 
rich growing richer and the poor poorer is 
without the slightest foundation ; that the 
poor have been constantly growing richer; 
that their means have increased, and the 
market for the expenditure of their means 
has aUo expanded enormously ; th at the 
workingman of 1880 lives better than the 
prosperous tradesman of 1840 did ; that he 
commands comforts and luxuries which 
were beyond the reach of the richer classes 
in 1800 ; that he is as well off as the no­ 
bility of Europe were a century and a half 
ago ; that he is better off in all ways than 
any workingman was ever before since the 
beginning of civilization. 
That is the 
exact truth, and it is also true that the 
condition of the working classes in this 
country wonld be still better if they them­ 
selves did not combine to keep in power 
the men who arc making them pay for the 
enrichment of the tariff monopolists, and 
are redncing their wages that that' small 
class of persons may become obtrusively 
wealthy. 
If the American workingman 
understood his own interests he would 
cease listening to the shallow and dishonest 
demagogues who prate nonsense about 
“ the rich growing richer and the poor 
“ poorer,” and he would cast off the bur­ 
den which the tariff has placed upon his 
shoulders. 
That effected he would be 
better off than the industrial classes have 
anywhere been at any previous period in 
the history of the world. 


Whenever some one-ideaed enthusiast 
sets out with the last new patent reform 
scheme to ameliorate the condition of man­ 
kind, he finds it necessary to preface the 
introduction of his nostrum with a sketch 
of the past and present, designed to show 
that until he appeared, everything, as Mr. 
Mantalini wou’d say, had been “ going to 
“ the d tm .ji-ic n uu.v-w u.vs,” or, to employ 


died about from one power to another, with-1 
cut the slightest authority or claim ; how 
Austria has twice seized the occasion of 
treaty congresses to put in her demand for 
the cession of parts of this country to 
which she had no title whatever ; how the 
Dalmatians, being a free and spirited peo­ 
ple, have stubbornly resisted Austrian en- 
jOfoachments ; how, twelve years ago, that 
government made its first attem pt to force 
them into the LaDdwehr; how the men 
of the Bocche di Cattaro defeated the Aus­ 
trian troops and hurled them down into the 
valleys; and how Austria has now under­ 
taken once more to force all these people, 
together with those of Bosnia, into her 
military service. 
Mr. Freeman’s account 
of these events is full of the liveliest indig­ 
nation and censure for Austria, and he 
pictures 
the Dalmatians 
as 
a 
people 
who 
deserve 
the 
active 
sympathy of 
freemen all over the world. 
It seems, 
however, that at the Berlin Congress Eng­ 
land deliberately, or at least without hesi­ 
tation, abandoned these her former allies 
and proteges, to Austria, though she must 
have known th at this was doing them the 
most cruel injury. 
But the truth is that 
the Dalmatians are Slaves, and that the 
Austrian policy ha3 been dictated by Mag­ 
yar and Teuton influences. 
To them the 
Slavonic interests of the empire have been 
sacrificed, and one result evidently must 
be the growth of a friendlier feeling to­ 
wards Hussia. 
The more Austria neglects 
and abuses the Slavonic racrs under her 
administration, the stronger will thePansla- 
viatic possibilities of Russia become. 
Aud 
though at present it seems that Germany 
has secured whatever the Austrian alliance 
may be worth, it is by no means certain 
that a declaration of war between Germany 
and Ruasia would not be the signal for 
such a general uprising among the Austro- 
Slavonic peoples as would disrupt that ill- 
cemented empire, or at least neutralize her 
army during the ensuing operations. 
Mr. 
Freeman expresses a hope that the Dalma­ 
tians may once more repulse the Austrians, 
and though the conflict is terribly unequal 
the enthusiasm of men fighting for liberty 
has often proved more than a match for 
discipline and means and superior numbers. 


AUSTRIA AND DALMATIA. 


The historian, E. A. Freeman, has writ­ 
ten a very firey letter to the Nation, giving 
an account of the recent nprising in Her­ 
zegovina, Bosnia and 
Southern Dalma­ 
tia, against the Anstrians.

AN OLD MARE’S NEST RESURRECTED, 


A Sacramento correspondent of the San 
Francisco Chronicle haB dug up and blaz­ 
oned forth as a new discovery an old story 
about the contract of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company with the State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
The 
whole 
subject-matter 
has 
been investigated by a legislative commit­ 
tee which was decidedly unfriendly to the 
corporation, and it was then abandoned as 
presenting no ground of complaint. 
The 
present attem pt to resurrect it appears to 
have been 
prompted about equally by 
malice and ignorance, but as the facta may 
have been forgotten by some of our readers 
we will rehearse them. 
Under the provis­ 
ions of “ An Act to aid the construction 
“ of the Central Pacific Railroad in the 
“ State of California,” approved April 25, 
1863, it was agreed that the State should 
aid the railroad by paying interest on $12,­ 
000,000 of its bonds, and that in return 
the eoinpany should carry all public mes­ 
sengers, convicts and lunatics free, and 
transport material for the State Capitol, 
and articles intended for exhibition at 
the State Fair, as well 
as all 
State 
troops and munitions in case of war, with­ 
out charge. 
The railroad further agreed 
that it would, “ within ninety days after a 
“ receipt of a patent therefor from the 
“ United 
States, execute, acknowledge 
“ and deliver to the State of California a 
“ deed in fee simple for the conveyance 
“ o f’’ that tract of land containing what 
are known as the Rocklin stone quarries. 
The point attempted to be made by the 
Chronicle's correspondent is, that inasmuch 
as the company has not yet obtained a 
patent to this land, and consequently has 
not conveyed it to the State, it haB violated 
its contract. 
This is 
rubbish. 
In the 
first place the contract calls for nothing 
more than the conveyance of the land 
within ninety days after the receipt of the 
patent from the United States. 
I t follows 
from this that the State can have no claim 
until the patent has been issued, and that 
for any one to talk of a violation of con­ 
tract under the circumstances is prepos­ 
terous. 
The correspondent referred to, however, 
has the effrontery to speak of “ fraud ” in 
this connection, and bases it upon his own 
fantastic conception of what the company 
might, wonld, could or should have known 
concerning the future, when it signed the 
contract. 
This ineffable donkey in fact 
solemnly charges that inasmuch as the 
United States Government has not yet 
issued the patent, the Central Pacific com­ 
pony must have been aware that it was 
not going to issue the patent. 
This is the 
kind of nonsense th at is evolved when 
much malice and little sense go to work 
together. 
The actual facts of the case are 
as folio ivs : The reason why the patent has 
not been issued is that several mineral 
claims were long since filed upon the tract 
in controversy. 
Under the idiotic mining 
laws of this coast it was possible to enter 
a granite quarry as mineral land, and this 
was done in the case we are speaking of. 
A law which compelled every claimant of 
agricultural land to furnish proof that it 
contained no minerals, opened the door for 
this or any other absurdity and wrong. 
But it is the fault of that state of the law 
that the title to the Rocklin quarries has 
been all these years in dispute, and that 
the railroad company has not been able to 
get a patent to the land. 
The company has made repeated and 
persistent efforts to get the question of title 
settled, and it has offered to make a quit­ 
claim of the property to the State at any 
time, so that the latter should succeed at 
once to all its interests in the matter. The 
slanderous character of the charge now 
preferred against it is further demonstrated 
by the fact that it has quite as much reason 
as the State for desiring a prompt decision, 
inasmuch as it is being kept out of the 
other half of the tract in controversy all the 
time. 
Bat this whole question was taken 
np and thoroughly investigated by the 
Archer Railroad Committee, several years 
ago, and all that committee discovered was 
that the Central Pacific Company had been 
a great deal better than its contract, and 
hsd given the State ten times the service 
it had promtoed. For whereas nnder its con­ 
tract it was only bound to carry public 
messengers, lunatics, convicts, State fair 
exhibits, etc., over the Central Pacific 
Railroad between Sacramento and Ogden, 
as a matter of fact it had carried them 
over all its roads upon the same terms. 
Assemblyman Archer was not the man to 


let slip any opportunity of “ cinching” the 
railroad, but when the history of this con­ 
tract was unfolded he discovered that the 
State had been better instead of worse 
served than it had any right to demand, 
and th at the railroad company was entitled 
to its thanks instead of being amenable to 
its censure. 
The assertion of the Chronicle's corre­ 
spondent that the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company “ has failed, neglected, and does 
“ still fail and neglect, to comply with its 
“ part of the contract,” is a stupid lie. 
The company has made ne failure in its 
contract, and every one who reads the 
terms of that contract as stated by this 
person will see at once that his charge is 
without the least foundation. 
The com­ 
pany never undertook to coerce the United 
States Government into issuing a patent, 
but it would have to do that in order to 
settle the matter. 
As the contract stands, 
however, the company cannot be charged 
with any neglect so long as the United 
States Government has not issued the 
p aten t; and this position will continue 
sound even though the Day of Judgm ent 
should arrive before the patent is issued. 
The truth is, as Governor Stanford told 
Archer’s Committee when they were looking 
into this question, that the State Legisla­ 
ture would be more usefully employed in 
memorializing Congress to get the mining 
laws reformed, than in trying to make the 
railroad responsible for the effects of those 
laws. 
The Chronicle's correspondent ob­ 
serves gravely that “ the attention of At- 
“ torney-Geueral H art has been called to 
“ this matter, and he now has it under 
“ consideration.” 
We have sufficient con­ 
fidence in the Attorney-General’s sagacity 
to feel sure that he will keep it “ under 
consideration,” and that if he has not al­ 
ready familiarized himself with the facts, 
he will, as soon as lve can do so, drop it 
like a hot potato. 
For of any attem pt to 
make a “ point ” out of this question, 
nothing can come to the experimenters 
than such confusion as Archer's Committee 
long ago entailed upon itself.

SPAIN AND THE CHURCH. 


The nomination of ex-Senator Sargent 
as Envoy 
Extraordinary and 
Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Germany was yester­ 
day sent to the Senate. 
While we believe 
th at the interests of the Pacific coast 
would have been greatly promoted by Mr. 
Sargent’s appointment as Secretary of the 
Interior, we feel that this far higher honor 
thus conferred upon him has been most 
worthily 
bestowed. 
The 
Mission 
to 
which he is nominated is the second high­ 
est appointment in the gift of the Execu­ 
tive. 
I t is of the very first importance, 
and it demands a very high order of talent 
in him who is to administer it well. 
Mr. 
Sargent possesses the necessary ability, and 
we have no doubt th at he will display at 
Berlin the same indefatigable industry, 
the same resolute courage, and the same 
genial and 
conciliatory manners, which 
have distinguished his political career. 
His leng familiarity with foreign affairs 
during 
his 
Congressional 
and 
Sena­ 
torial 
life 
renders it certain 
that 
he 
will 
not 
have 
to 
“ cram ” 
to 
pre­ 
pare himself for his diplomatic duties. 
He 
possesses a fair acquaintance with the Ger­ 
man language and literature ; an acquaint­ 
ance which, with his perseverance and 
quickness, will soon broaden into a thor­ 
ough knowledge. 
It is a curious circum­ 
stance that his enemies, in striving to 
crush him and force him out of public life, 
should thus have been the means of placing 
him in a higher position than he himself 
ever thought of. 
But he can relinquish his 
Cabinet aspirations with perfect content 
now, and he has the particular satisfaction 
of having won the case of the Sobrante set­ 
tlers just before this honor was conferred 
upon him. 
Nor is the honor for him alone. 
Mr. Sargent represents California and the 
Pacific coast, and that coast is honored 
in the selection of one of its most prom­ 
inent men for so responsible and exact­ 
ing a post. 
Affairs in Europe are now 
in a critical condition. 
It is impossi­ 
ble 
for anyone 
to 
foresee 
how long 
peace may be maintained between the 
great powers. 
Russia and Germany and 
France and Italy and Austria are already 
viewing one another with jealous suspicion 
and mistrust. 
The speck of war in Dal­ 
matia is quite capable of reopening the 
Eastern Question, and of entangling the 
great military powers in a gigantic war. 
Or the Egyptian question may lead to hos­ 
tilities ; or Russia way be driven to seek 
relief from intestine convulsions in foreign 
conquest. 
In short it is possible th at Eu­ 
rope may be ablaze before the end of the 
year, and at such a juncture it is specially 
desirable that the United States should 
have trustw orthy and able representatives 
at the seats of government. 
The German 
Mission has been vacant already too long, 
but it will be well filled when Mr. Sargent 
occupies it, and the country will not be 
long in realizing that President A rthur’s 
choice in this instance was a wise one. 


THE SOBRASTE DECISION, 


At last the Sobrante case has been de­ 
cided by the Interior Department, and 
though the settlers have not obtained all 
they demanded, the decision is favorable to 
them in the main. 
They owe their suc­ 
cess in this case to ex-Senator Sargent, and 
it is now in order to recall the calumnies 
which the San Francisco organ of the Car 
pentier interest not long 
since poured 
upon Mr. Sargent in this connection. 
It 
wa¿ said that he was employed by land- 
thieves, this being the name the Carpen- 
tier grabbers apparently wished to fasten 
upon the honest settlers. 
There is, how­ 
ever, no donbt now as to which side Mr. 
Sargent was for, and the settlers whose 
rights he has defended so ably and success­ 
fully ought not to miss this opportunity of 
showing their appreciation of his services 
in some emphatic and public way.

It appears that Spain is no longer en­ 
titled to carry the gonfalon of the Church, 
for her submissiveness to Rome has been 
interrupted quite rudely. 
The Nuncio at 
Madrid demanded that the Spanish Gov­ 
ernment should address strong remon­ 
strances to the Court of Italy iu regard to 
the outrages which took place on the inter­ 
ment of Pius the Ninth. 
Spain, it seems, 
was the only Christian power which could 
be asked to take action of this kind. 
Of 
course it was hopeless to ask the “ eldest 
“ daughter of the Church,” France, to do 
anything so indicative of religious zeal, 
with Gambetta at the head of the Minis­ 
try, and Paul Bert representingthe ecclesi­ 
astical departm ent; so Spain was appealed 
to, and to the amazement and rage of the 
Nuncio, Spain respectfully declined to 
make any representations whatever con­ 
cerning the m atter to the Italian Govern­ 
ment. 
The Nuncio is said to have been ex­ 
tremely angry, and to have appealed to the 
King, but the latter had sense enough to 
refer the question to Senor Sagosta, his 
Premier, and the Papal representative got 
no satisfaction. 
And now the Spanish 
devout propose to hold a pilgrimage to 
the tomb of Pius the Ninth, and the Nun­ 
cio demanded that the Government should 
prohibit it. This again wa3 refused, though 
for some time it was a moot question 
whether the pilgrimage should be perm it­ 
ted, but as Italy appeared to have no ap­ 
prehensions concerning it, the Spanish Gov­ 
ernment has decided to allow it, always 
provided that it has no political signifi­ 
cance. 
The probability is that the Span­ 
ish pilgrims will have an unpleasant jour­ 
ney, especially after they pass the Italian 
frontier. 
The Italians of to-day have lit 
tie sympathy with this kind of ceremony, 
and some of them may be inhospitable 
enough to pelt the pilgrims with unsavory 
missiles. 
It is not at all likely that the 
experiment will be successful, but it at 
least has brought out the fact that Spanish 
bigotry, at all events in the Government, is 
diminishing.

“ Come an d H elp U s.”—There is a cry 
f r >m the Orphan Asylum, and they appeal to 
the public, “ Come and help us.” The little 
ones there are gathered_ each Sunday in the 
school room, and an orphans’ Sunday-school 
is m aintained thereby. 
These waifs are there 
given moral instruction, and their minds are 
cultured to love tne truth, revere 
their 
M aker, cleave to the pure and to discard 
evil. 
B ut the Sunday-school i* conducted 
under difficulties. 
Music is one of the 
essentials to the instruction of children. 
B y it they are interested, their better natures 
appealed to, and as the little ones are very 
fond of music, the necessity is pressing for a 
cabinet organ in the school, with which to 
accompany the infantile voices and to sup­ 
port them. 
The managers have to economize 
in every possible way now to m aintain the 
orphanage aud relieve distress, and cannot 
purchase the uecessary instrum ent. 
In this 
strait they appeal for help to raise the neces­ 
sary funds to purchase a proper instrument. 
The managers and teachers feel th at it is 
a necessity, and that their efforts are crippled 
without it.

HOMICIDE. 


Cold-Blooded Murder—The Assassin Still 
at L ar». 


Brief mention has been made in these col­ 
umns of the killing of Mrs. Samuel Troia by 
John Litene, an Italian, who was her brother- 
in-law. It appears that Litene became intox­ 
icated at Galt on Wednesday afternoon, and 
repaired to the house of Samuel Troia, where 
he quarreled with the latter about his (Lit- 
ene’e) child. This brought on a fight between 
him and Troia, in which Litene was worsted. 
Litene then went home, procured a musket 
and returned to Troia’s house. where he 
knoeked for admittance. 
Mrs. T r ia went 
to open the door, but scarcely had Bhe done 
so than Litene rai-ed the gun and fired at 
her, the ball entering her shoulder. 
After 
she was shot airs. Troia told her husband she 
was not hurt much, and then walked back 
into the house. 
Troia went out to look for 
Litene, who had made his escape, and oa re­ 
turning found his wife dead. 
Litene after the shooting was done walked 
home to ki3 house, and got into b«d with Peter 
Quierolo. 
A t 3 o'clock in the morning be 
woke up Peter and said, "S ay. Peter, I want 
to tell .you something.” 
Peter said, “ Hold 
on ; wait until morning. 
I am sleepy now.” 
Litene got up iminediatelv. left the house, 
and ha3 not been seen by Peter since. 
Yes­ 
terday morning about 3 o’clock, officer Jack ­ 
son and citizen Quiggle discovered Litene, 
A lter exchanging live shots, (Juiggle having 
an unreliable nistol and Jackson being sick, 
he escaped to the brush on the creek. 
Sher­ 
iff Heilbron left Jackson and others in search 
of the murderer, with instructions to “ stay 
wi'.h him .” H e will be apt to be brought in 
to-day. 
The following is the report of the 
Coroner’s inquest: 
_ 
Salvatore Troia being sworn said : The de­ 
ceased is my wi*e. 
She is a native of Switz­ 
erland ; 
her age is 44 years. 
Yesterday 
afternoon at about half-past 4 o’clock Gio 
vane Litene came from Galt to my house, 
and I went out of the house at the pump, and 
he said “ Hallo I ” to me, and I answered him 
in a like manner. 
He then made the lines 
fast to the brake of the wagon. 
H e then got 
out of the wagon, as did his friend P its. He 
(Giovane) came after me. 
I was sitting on 
the gang-plow. 
He said to me, “ W here is 
the babv?” 
I said the baby was in the 
house. 
He said that I told him the baby 
«•as sick. 
I said yea; 1 told him the baby 
was all right now. 
He said, “ Yon G— d— 
impostor.” 
I said, “ John, you go with God 
and come to-m om w , and I will talk to you.” 
H e said, “ W hat do you mean by saying go?” 
I said, “ You go : if you don’t I will go.” I 
got up from the plow and started to go. 
He 
came to me again and said, “ W hat do you 
mean by saying go? ” 
I said, “ I want you 
to go ; I don’t want any trouble with you.” 
He struck me with bis fist. 
M y wife then 
came and called to Pete to hold John from 
striking Ham. 
John struck me several times 
on the head with a stick. 
Pete finally got 
John from me, after tearing my coat. 
My 
wife called me to go in the house. 
I came in 
the house and he got in the wagon and went 
away. 
Pete said to me, “ I want you to do 
me a favor.” 
I asked fiim what it was. 
He 
said for me not to sue him in the morning. I 
said no, I wonld not sue him. 
Giovane, or 
John as he was called, left here aboat 5 
o’c’ock in the evening of February 22d, and 
a little before 6 o’clock Giovane Litene came 
back to my house, and my wife started to go 
out to get seme water, and as she got in front 
nt the door with the water jar she said in a 
loud tone of voice, “ Sara, John has come 
with a gun,” as she tried to open the door 
to get in this room from the kitchen. 
I just 
got up and had taken one step when I heard 
the report of the gun. I went to my wife and 
asked her if Bbe was hurt, and she said not 
much. 
I then went out to catch him. 
By 
the time I went two or three steps out of the 
door the baby cried very hard. 
I went back, 
thinking that he would shoot the baby. 
My wife then went to the. door aud asked 
Giovane why he had shot and killed her, and 
then fell down dead. 
I saw Giovane, after 
firing the shot, running away. 
I then went 
and asked the neighbors to come and assist 
me. 
I then went and called on Mr. W hite, 
and told him that Giovane had killed my 
wife. 
Mr. W hite, a lady and myself put my 
wife on the bed. M argaret Troto is my wife’s 
name. 
. 
John W hite, J . E. Gaffney and A. M. 
W hite corroborated the above testimony. 
Pietro (¿uierolo being sworn, said : 
I cor­ 
roborate Salvatore Troia’s evidence as far as 
it relates to me in getting him away from 
John. 
I theu went away on foot to the house 
of John, and found hi3 team close to the 
barn ; I called John, but did not see him ; I 
then went to W illiam Rafferty’s sheep camp, 
then went back to John’s house, lit a light, 
aud John was not there y e t; after awhile 
John came in ; I asked him where he had 
been—that I had called him ; he said that he 
had been sleeping in the wagon ; Joe, the 
sheepherder, said it was about half-past 10 
o’clock, and he was going to bed ; John and 
I then went to bed ; I think it was about 3 
o’clock this morning when John got up ; he 
»aid a few words to me ; I do not remem­ 
ber w hat he said; I said to him, “ Let me 
sleep, aud talk in the day,” aDd he went out 
of the house; I did not see him have a pis­ 
tol, and do not know if he had one or not. 
Mrs. W hite and Mrs. Daniels testified that 
the deceased was shot in her rignXside and in 
her right arm, right breast and back. 
The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that deceased came to her death from the 
effects of gunshot wounds inflicted by Giovane 
Litene, with malice aforethought, and found 
the said Litene guilty of willful murder.

SANTANELLI’8 ENTERTAINMENT. 


The young mas who wears the romantic 
name that begins the heading of this notice 
gave the first of his three entertainments 
here last evening at the theater. 
The next is 
to take place as a matinee this afternoon, and 
the last this evening. 
The performer is a 
tall, youthful person, with a strong voice and 
a good deal of natural wiA. 
He is decidedly 
the yonngest performer thaft has ever sp 
peared here. 
The attendance was very good 
and the audience a highly intelligent one that 
have probably seen the best of the workers in 
modern magic. 
The chief attraction was an­ 
nounced to be an expose of spiritualistic 
frauds, but the young man stated that to 
lec ure in detail on such frauds would be 
tedious; to show how the mediums perform 
their tricks would take but a short time, aud 
therefore, to make up a good entertainm ent 
he would 
introduce 
some 
of 
the best 
of the tricks of the modern magicians 
This he did, doing the fish bowl, bird cage, 
ring*, obedient cards, hat omelette, changing 
of articles, wonderful distillation, etc. These 
tricks were performed very neatly, some of 
them better than was done by Hermana, 
Taylor, M cAllister and other much lauded 
performers—indeed, Santanelli’s performance 
of magic is neat, rapid, and though in some 
cases there was evident lack of trained con­ 
federates, and some little evidence of nerv­ 
ousness, and an 
occasional 
blunder, his 
“ modern m agic” wap, as a whole, quite en­ 
tertaining. 
I t was not a complete entertain­ 
ment in modera uecromancy, but a very fair 
introduction. 
The second part was opene i 
with an explanation of the “ datk seauce,” 
which consisted of placing a sitter either side 
of him, with their hands touching his. 
By 
adroit movements he disengaged one hand, 
leaving them grasping the other, and he thu3 
had one free to handle the musical instiu- 
ments. 
Later he disengaged the other hand, 
and left the sitters grasping each othera’ fingers, 
and then he was free to make “ manifestations.” 
“ M aterialization” he described as done with 
masks, wigs, rubber apparatus, and a work­ 
ing up of the fat cy to a high pitch. 
Table- 
tipping was done by small rods hid in the 
cuffs, so as to catch beneath the table top. 
An auditor asked how tables arose with two 
meu sitting on them, and ho was asked if he 
had seeu it? 
"N o .” 
“ Theu,” replied the 
magician, “ I won’t explain ; bring me proof 
of it ever being done, and I ’ll tell how it 
was done.” I’iano-lilting and the lifting of 
people on chairs, he said, had only been done 
bv Hondin on the stage, and he employed 
giass rods from beneath the stage, and on 
which the piano or chair legs rested. 
Ia the 
dim light these could net be seen. 
Raps are 
produced by a small rubber cushion in the 
palm, or by slipping tne thum b on a well- 
seasoned table-top. 
Slate-writing ia done by 
a bit of pencil under the nail, or by Slade by 
the 
use 
of 
a 
bit 
of 
pencil 
and 
slate 
in 
his 
pocket, 
by 
which 
he 
produces a grinding noise, and on the table 
at the same time lies a folding slate a n d a 
pencil between, the auditor believing that 
the one on the table makes the grinding noise. 
The writing was, he said, always prepared 
beforeha-id. 
Coats are removed under an il­ 
lusion of the person holding the operator, 
and floating music is produced by bells and 
instruments caught up on 3 rod that shuts up 
a telescope, and is hid ia the hand or 
sleeve. 
R ipe-tying was then experimented 
with. 
H e was tied very pooily at fiist by a 
committee, and soon shook himself loose. 
Next a new committee tied him so as to oc­ 
casion him more serious labor. 
He offered to 
permit any one who pleased to tie him, but 
no others accepted. 
His explanations were 
simple, and by that reason appeared almost 
trifling. 
H e did net exemplify, as was ex­ 
pected, and while he gave one line of expla­ 
nations, they were not satisfactory. 
Most of 
the people went away feeling, and justly, 
that nothing especially Dew had been 3hown 
them, and 
th at if oae was a believer 
in Spiritualism the explanations would not 
weakeD hi* faith ; while if one was impartial, 
and desired clear and undoubted proofs of 
fraud on the part of mediums, the explana­ 
tions of Satanelli would be insufficient. 
The 
Royal Illusionists, when here, performed 
more rapidly and better the “ mediumistic 
tricks ” than those given by Satjmelli, and 
•ave clear and lucid exemplifications. 
But 
they were only “ show people,” and though 
they did more difficult tricks than most me­ 
diums, they were poorly patronized. 
I t is 
not in the power of Satanelli to make a suc­ 
cess at explaining mediumistic frauds, and 
the public verdict will not sustain him in the 
effort.

The principal compounds of lim e (cal­ 
cium ) of interest to us are th e carbonate, 
oxide, sulphate, 
nitrate, phosphate and 
chloride. 
Carbonate of lime is of very 
general occurrence throughout the m ineral 
w orld. 
Chalk, muróle and m ost of the 
lim estones are sim ply calcium carbonate of 
m ore or less purity. 
Carbonate of calcium 
varies in color, hardness and other physical 
properties, b u t its weight rem ains nearly 
constant 
a t 
about 
tw o 
and 
one-half 
tim es th a t of w ater. 
T he carbonates of 
calcium are, cn being brought in contact 
w ith alm ost any acid, all dissolved w ith 
a solution of carbonic acid. 
They may 
even be dissolved by w ater holding car­ 
bonic acid in solution. 
This fact accounts 
for th e am ount of lime contained in the 
w ater of springs which rise from or which 
flow through beds of limestone. 
Lime 
(calcium) is one of the essential ingredients 
of all soils. 
The natural lim estone bedB 
form one of the m ost available sources of 
th is substance. 


OXIDE OF CALCIUM 
O r quicklim e is formed from the carbonate 
by sim ply burning it in kilns, allowing the 
free access of air. 
The heat drives off car­ 
bonic acid, leaving the oxide of calcium, 
quicklim e. 
Quicklime has many of the 
properties of the caustic alkalis (potassium 
and sodium); it has a strong affinity for 
w ater, and in the process of slaking the 
lim e the absorption of w ater is accom­ 
panied by the liberation of great heat. 
Quicklim e combines w ith about one third 
or its weight of w ater to form the hydrate 
of lime, caustic, or slaked lime. Lime does 
not occur naturally in this state, nor does 
th e calcic hydrate when exposed to the air 
long retain its caustic properties Carbonic 
a< id is gradually absorbed from th e atm os­ 
phere, 
thus 
converting 
the 
hydrated 
■ime 
back into carbonate. 
T his 
pro­ 
cess 
takes 
place 
in 
connection 
w itn 
all lime applied to the so il; but the value 
of the fertilizer does not cease w ith its con­ 
version into carbonic acid. 
D uiing the 
process of natural slacking the lime is re­ 
duced into a very tine powder which, when 
th e quick or slacked lime has been changed 
in carbonate, greatly facilitates the in ti­ 
m ate m ixture of th a t substance w ith the 
soil. 
The action of quicklim e upon the 
lan d is one of great im portance to vege­ 
tab le grow th. 
I t hastens the decomposi­ 
tion: of the vegetable m atter of the soil, 
during which process carbonic acid and 
o th er compounds valuable to vegetative 
grow th are formed. 
Tt:ese compounds are 
generally soluble, and, as such, are easily 
absorbed by the roots of the plants. 


CHLORIDE OF LIME 
M ay be prepared from chalk or any of the 
other carbonates of lime by treating them 
w ith 
chlorhyclric 
(m uriatic) 
acid, and 
evaporating the solution to dryness. 
The 
.product is a w hite, amorphous mass, very 
read ily absorbing w ater, and crum bling to 
a w hite powder when in contact w ith the 
a ir. 
Chloride of lime is found in solution 
in sea-water, and in considerable quantities 
iu the m other liquor of the salt-pans, used 
in the purification of salt. 
Calcic sulphate 
gypsum is, of all the calcium compounds, 
r robably th e one m ost generally used and 
i m ost im portance, w ith the single excep- 
•. rn of the oxide, which is used so ex- 
• 
sively for building purposes. 
Calcic 
- dphate is present in m any soils, and is 
? 
od dissolved in m ost w aters of the soils, 
"us it is also found in the ash of most plants, 
also occurs naturally in great quan-

w h ich was driven off by th e burning, ai d 
th e substance returns to a form greatly re­ 
sem bling, if not identical w ith, the original 
one. 
B urned gypsum is often sold a'S a 
fertilizer under the Dame of plaster, the 
essential ingredients of which are mainly 
sulphuric acid and lime. 
This as a m anure 
w ill be specially beneficial to those plants 
requiring a large per cent, of these tw o in­ 
gredients. 


NITRATE o r LIME 
Is a w hite substance found in m ost soils, 
and which rapidly absorbs w ater, forming 
a liquid. 
I t is soluble in w ater, and is on 
th a t account liable to be washed beyond 
th e reach of the plantB by heavy showers, 
and may even be washed completely away 
by heavy and long-continued rains. W hen 
heated w ith vegetable m atter the product 
is carbonate of calcium, and when burned 
alone quicklim e is formed. 
For these rea­ 
sons nitrate of calcium, as such, cannot be 
obtained in the ash, but m ust be separated 
from plants by repeated washing before 
subm itting them to combustion. 
This sub­ 
stance, w hich from its high price, cannot 
be classed among the practicable fertilizers, 
ex erts a very decided influence on vege­ 
tatio n , which we will have occasion to 
refer to hereafter. 
Phosphoric acid com­ 
bines w ith calcium to form three phos­ 
phates. 
Of these the m ost im portant 
is th e one which is found as a char­ 
acteristic ingredient of bones. 
I t is the 
w hite 
residue 
left 
after 
bones 
have 
been subjected to combustion, and is some­ 
tim es called the earth of bones. 
This 
phosphate of calcium is the substance 
■which im parts strength and rigidity to the 
bones, where it is invariably found ready­ 
made, although in lesser quantities in the 
young and soft bones of young animals. 
D aring the stages of some diseases this 
phosphate of calcium is abstracted from 
th e bones to a very appreciable extent, 
thus giving rise to w hat is known as “ soft­ 
ening of the bones.” 
This “ earthy phos­ 
phate ” is found in the hoofs, horns, nails, 
flesh and blood of animals, and also in the 
seeds of m any plants, especially of the 
cereal grains. 
I t is also found in milk, 
w here it is held in solution by the lactic 
acid of the m ilk. 
In the bones of animals 
phosphate of calcium is accompanied by a 
substance known as gelatine, and which 
m ay be extracted by boiling the bones in 
w ater. 
This gelatine is largely used m the 
manufacture of glue, and no inconsiderable 
portion of it, after being colored and fla­ 
vored, is p u t on the market as jelly. 


THE PHOSPHATE OF LIME 
Is insoluble in water and in the salts of 
potassium and sodium, hut dissolves readily 
in most acids, and even to a considerable 
extent in the carbonic and organic acids of 
the soil. 
It is by means of these last 
named acids that it is rendered available 
to the vegetable world. 
W hen it is re­ 
membered that the bones of all living ani­ 
mals must sooner or later be retnrned to 
the earth, as have been those of all pre­ 
vious times, it is not to be wondered at 
that calcium phosphate is a substance of 
3o general occurrence throughout the soils 
of the earth. 
This substance is one of the 
"ssentials of plants and animals, and it is 
rom the soil mainly, if not entirely, th a t 
th e plants obtain their phosphates. 
B 
» 
a sh has long been known and us-.d 
a 


fertilizer, and containing, as it does, two 
essential ingredients of plants (calcnm 
and phosphoric acid), its value as a fertil­ 
izer is quite high. 
A subftance is found 
in th e m ineral world which is alm ost 
identical w ith the earth of bones, only 
differing from it by containing about three 
per cent, more of calcium. 
I t is know n as 
apatite or phosphorite, and occurs in some 
countries in great quantities, both in beds 
and in m ineral veins of granite and slate 
rock ; also to some extent in certain iron 
ore. 
I t sometimes occurs mixed w ith lim e­ 
stone (carbonate of calcium), and such a 
m ineral makes a most excellent fertilizer. 
The acid phosphate of caicinm contains 
about tw enty-three per cent less lime than 
does the neutral phosphate. 
I t is found in 
considerable quautities in anim al urine, and 
seems to be an im portant constituent of all 
liquid animal manures. 


COMPOUNDS OF MAGNESIUM. 
The carbonate of magnesium is a taste­ 
less, earthy compound, which is found in 
considerable quantities in some m ineral re­ 
gions. 
I t largely occurs w ith lim estone iu 
th e magnesium or dolem ite limestones. 
I t 
also constitutes a large per cent, of the ash 
composition of some plants. 
M agnesium 
carbonate is an alm ost universal ingredient 
of soils; its absorptive power is very great, 
and soils im pregnated w ith this substance 
have been term ed “ cold soils.” 
It, like 
carbonate of calcium, is soluble in carbonic 
acid, whose acti n, more than th a t of any 
other acid, renders the magnesium avail­ 
able to the plant roots. 
Caustic magnesia 
may be prepared from 
the 
carbonate 
by 
heating 
to 
redness 
in 
the 
open 
air. 
M agnesium does not occur in this 
caust c state in w ater, but is often found 
in large quantities during the burning of 
dolomite ore. 
If applied too freely to 
laud it is decidedly injurious ;o vegetation, 
bu t a3 caustic lime is no t to any extent 
directly injurious to vegetation, it seems as 
if caustic magnesia, which is b ut about 
one-seventh as soluble, should be even less 
injurious. 
As an off-iet to the difficulty of 
di.-30lving the caustic magnesia, it i» much 
more stable than caustic lime, which by the 
absorption cf carbonic acid and w ater is 
transform ed into carbonate of lime. Caustic 
magnesia, on the other hand, is first tran s­ 
formed in the hydrate, which substance is 
even harder to transform into the carbon­ 
ate than the caustic magnesia. 
To still 
further increase th e availability of magne­ 
sium to the plant, 


TH E ACIDS OP THF, .SOIL 
U nite rath er w ith the canstic magnesia 
than w ith the carbonate of lime, which 
already contains an acid (carbonic) which 
would first have to be expelled before the 
lime could recombine w ith any other acid. 
These organic salts of magnesium are much 
more soluble than the corresponding salts 
of lime. 
W ater is carried down to the 
roots of plants which is saturated w ith 
these soluble salts of magnesium, and the 
roots in im bibing this w ater absorb, a t the 
same tim e, more magnesium than can be 
made available by the plant. 
I t is this 
abundance of magnesium, which exerts a 
detrim ental 
effect 
on 
the 
grow th of 
the 
plant. 
I t m ust not be understood 
th a t the absence of magnesium in soils 
would 
be 
d esirab le; 
on the contrary, 
a 
certain 
am ount 
of 
th a t elem ent is 
absolutely 
necessary 
to 
the 
healthy 
grow th 
and 
developm ent 
of 
plants. 
I t is only when conveyed to the roots in ex­ 
cessive quantities th a t magnesinm becomes 
injurious to the plant. 
The chloride, 
nitrate and sulphate of magnesium do not 
need sp cific description. 
They are salts 
of magnesium formed by treating the car­ 
bonate w ith chlorhydric, 
nitric, or sul­ 
phuric acid. The action of these compounds 
is beneficial to vegetable growth, butow ing 
to 
th e 
lim ited 
supply 
they 
have, 
as yet not come into general use as fertil­ 
izers. 
The phosphate of magnesinm exists 
very generally throughout the anim al body, 
and is alm ost invariably found, though in 
small quantities, iu roots and soils, and to 
a considerable extent in the ash of m any 
plants and seeds. 
I t is substance of little 
economic value to the agriculturist, and as 
such it will not be considered further.

A t the latter end of th e year 1825, and 
during the panic, a clerk was dispatched 
irom a bouse iu Lombard street w ith 
£10 000 in notes, for th e relief of a country 
banker in Norfolk. 
The clerk traveled by 
the mail coach, w ith th e notes done up in 
a blue bag. 
Oa leaving London he was 
pleased to fiud himself alone in the coach 
w ith -uch a valuable a parcel. 
A t S trat­ 
ford two men muffL-d in greatcoats got iu, 
and im m ediately began m aking rem a;ks 
aloud, aud whispering to each other about 
the parcel. 
The clerk, who was begiuniug 
to get very nervous, began to w histle, and 
pretended 1o be very m erry. 
“ You seem 
very m erry,” said 
OLe 
of 
the 
n u n ; 
“ but 
surely you 
can p ut your 
par­ 
cel on the scat. 
I t m ust be very val­ 
uable, or you would not hug it in the way 
you do.” 
Ou his refusal to do this their 
m anner instantly changed, and the clerk 
be^an to think they knew the contents of 
the parcel he was carrying, and m eant to 
m urder him and run off'w ith it. 
He was 
coutirmed in his suspicion when he heard 
one of th tm say, " N o t y e t; w ait till we 
get out of B aintree.” 
Oa arriving a t th a t 
place he got out of the coach, lor he felt 
th at he crmld go no further in such com­ 
pany, and insisted upon being shown to the 
house of the bauker, who was in bed. 
D i­ 
rectly he saw him he threw the parcel at 
his feet, exclaiming, “ Thank God it is 
safe I ” and im m ediately fainted. 
I t w as 
afterw ard ascertained th a t the men, who 
were unknown in th at part of the country, 
got out of the coach about three miles from 
Baintree, not stopping a t a village or even 
a house. 
On alighting they swore dread­ 
fully at the guard, and walked away. 
It 
was then about 1 o’c.ock in th e morning. 
The well know n story of “ The Box of 
Spanish Ju ic e ” may also be given : 
A 
Liverpool banker who was in the habit of 
collecting defaced notes, used to send them 
up to Loudon every fortnight in a box. He 
usually collected about £1 000 a week, so 
th at the box generally contained about 
£2,000. 
This m ethod of sending the notes 
to town was adopted to save postage ; also, 
to deceive any thieves who m ight be ou the 
lookout for plunder, the banker wrote on it 
iu legible letterB, “ Spanish Ju ice.” 
lew as 
always directed to a cheudst in Plough 
Court, 
Lom bard street, 
who regularly, 
every m orning after its arrival, handed it 
over to the banker’s clerk, who invariably 
called for it. 
B ut one M onday m orning it 
arrived th e same as usual, to all appear­ 
ances, but, on being opined, was found to 
contain nothing bu t shavings. 
A t some 
stage of its journey the box m ust have 
been opened aud th e notes extracted. 
On 
inquiry it was found th a t the box arrived 
sately at the inn, and was placed w ith 
other packages, which had come by the 
same conveyance, in a room ostensibly 
guarded by a watchm an. 
I t is supposed 
that, during the absence of this function­ 
ary, th e thief or thieves com m itted the 
robbery. 
This was afterw ard found to be 
true, although it was stated th a t the w atch­ 
man had connived a t it. 
Tne firm of Jones, Loyd & Co. has a 
very rom antic history. 
This bank is now 
am algam ated w ith th e London and W est­ 
minster. 
It m ay be said to have com­ 
menced in a love affair betw een a young 
D issenting m inister of M anchester aud the 
daughter of a leading m em ber of iiis con­ 
gregation. 
Jam es Loyd preached so elo­ 
quently in his W elsh chapel th a t M ary 
Jones fell in love w ith him. 
H er father 
wa3 a great man a t the W elsh chapel, being 
both banker and m anufacturer. 
Ou one 
occasion he, or some other m erchant, was 
so pleased w ith the young preacher, th at 
he presented him w ith a £5 note ; and the 
m inister, in thanking him, said he would 
he happy to pray for him on the same 
term s every Sunday morning. 
Tne youu 
people, fearing th a t the father’s consen^ 
could not be secured, were secretly mar" 
rled. 
Tne father-in-law was reconciled to 
them ; but he thought th at he could do a 
better thing for bis new son-in-law than let 
him continue in the preaching business. 
Nonconformist m inisters have a great ad­ 
vantage over the Anglican clergy, in th at 
they may go into trade or business, or sit 
in Parliam ent if elected. 
Mr. Loyd be­ 
came bis father-in-law 's partner, and w ent 
to London to open a m etropolitan branch 
of the business. 
H e proved to be the 
very 
man 
for 
the 
banker— em inently 
sagacious, 
clear-headed 
aud 
honorable. 
The M anchester firm regularly drew on 
the London firm ; and for some years 
“ Jones upon Jo n e s” was a well-know n’ 
commercial phrase. 
For m any years he 
was th e head of th e business, which was 
transferred in 1864 to the m ost w ealthy 
bank in the country, the London and W est­ 
m inster, th a t led th e way in those joint- 
stock enterprises which Sir R obert P eil 
declared formed one of the greatest discov­ 
eries of modern times. 
Iu 1844 Lewis 
Loyd Lad purchased the Overstone Park, 
four miles east of N ortham pton—a thou­ 
sand or fifteen hundred acres—where he 
resided until 1858. 
He bequeathed three 
millions of money, the result of banking 
and of successful speculations in G overn­ 
m ent stocks, 
H e left an only son, Samuel 
Jones Loyd, who was, tw o years afterw ard, 
made Lord Overstone. 
This nobleman is 
the greatest living authority upon the sub 
ject of 
banking. 
An interesting letter 
from the present Lord Overstone, w ritten 
soon after his accession to the business, has 
found its way into print. 
H e gave the 
clerks in his establishm ent a present of a 
thousand pounds. 
Very often the faithful 
servants of a bank have a kind of feudal 
loyalty to th eir chief. 
The bankers, in ­ 
deed, have done good service in discredit­ 
ing the miserable idea of their clerks being 
so m any “ hands.” 
They have snown ex­ 
amples of th at kind of co-operation, where 
the chiefs and dependents w ork harm oni­ 
ously together, often m eeting in neighborly 
fashion a t the great m an’s house ; and the 
instancia are not rare in which the faithful 
servant, who recalls Eliezer of Damascus, 
has been adm itted as partner iuto some 
share of th e business which ha3 largely 
prospered under his care. 
Tne house of Coutts & Co. has a very in 
teresting history. 
A very great banking 
hfiress is the Baroness Burdett-Ooutts. 
whose recent marriage with Mr. Ashnfead 
Coutts Bartlett excited so mnch attention 
The kindly and popnlar Baroness is—or was 
until recently—the head of the great bank­ 
ing firm of Contts k Co., and was popular­ 
ly supposed to draw a hundred thousand a 
year from the business. 
Mr. Coutts mar­ 
ried for his second wife Mias Mellon, the 
actress, to whom he left his entire fortune 
—about a million of money. 
Mrs. Contts, 
left a widow, married the Duke of St. A l­ 
bans ; but, in her marriage settlement, this 
vast fortune was left entirely in her own 
power. 
She thought that she wonld best 
carry out the wishes of her hnsband, who 
had made the money, by bequeathing it to 
his favorite granddaughter, Miss Angela 
Bardett, daughter of the famous Sir Fran­ 
cis. 
An infinite amount of this money 
“ has wandered heaven directed, to the 
poor.” 
Child’s Bank was cmoe represented 
by a lady who became Countess of W est­ 
moreland, and afterward by her daughter, 
who became Countess of Jersey. 
On cer­ 
tain state occasions Lady Jersey dined 
with the bank officials, and took the head 
i f the table. 
Old Ccutts heard one day at 
a dinner party, 
from 
the manager of 
a 
city 
bank, 
that 
a 
nobleman 
had 
applied to his honse for the loan of thirty 
thousand pounds, and had been refused. 
A t 10 o’clock at night he started for the 
peer's honse and saw his steward. 
He 
explained his business, and said that if 
the nobleman would call npon him the 


next morning he might have whatever he 
w anted. 
On the n ext morning, when the 
noble lord called a t the bank, Mr. C ontts 
handed him th irtv notes of a thousand 
pounds each. 
“ W bat security do you 
w ant ?” asked the peer. 
“ I shall be sat­ 
isfied w ith your note-of-hand,” was the 
reply. 
This wa3 given, and th e nobleman 
said : “ I shall only w ant for th e present 
ten thousand pounds of the m oney; so I 
will leave tw enty thousand pounds w ith 
you, aud open an account.” 
Some tim e 
afterw ard the nobleman sold an estate for 
tw o hundred thousand pounds, which he 
deposited w ith Coutts. 
N or was this all. 
H e told the anecdote to his friends, and 
also to George III. 
The King was so 
impressed w ith the story th a t he himself 
deposited a large sum w ith Mr. Coutts. 
The K ing w ithdrew his patronage, how ­ 
ever, when C outts supported Sir Francis 
B urdett in his contest for M iddlesex with 
immeuse sums, and transferred his ac­ 
count to another banker, who failed ; and 
we cannot help thinking th at in this in­ 
stance his M ajesty was fe rv id quite right. 
The history of panics would be a very 
curious one, aud not reflect very much credit 
ou 
panic-stricken communities. 
Some­ 
tim es bankers them selves have closed their 
doors iu a fit of panic. 
Thus we read : 
“ The complexion of the larger accounts, 
three or four of which were a great deal 
overdrawn, so alarm ed Mr. Crewdsun th at 
he insisted on willing up. N othing availed, 
and he closed the doors. 
There was no 
failure for stoppage, no rum or of anything 
wroDg ; the bueiness was sim ply discon­ 
tinued ; every demand Wj« m et ; every ac- 
c iu u t discharged in full.” 
A nother re­ 
m arkable incident of a sim ilar kind was 
when the Consolidated Bank stopped in 
May, 1866. 
The bank was at the tim e 
perfectly solvent. 
The Times said it was 
“ one of the m cst extraordinary errors ever 
com m itted by men of business intrusted 
w ith the property of others.” 
A fter six 
weeks’ suspensión the bank was reopened, 
every lieiuaud being m et, w ith interest. 
Oue bank was Inst in a very curious way. 
Two of the Directors w ent up to thq Batik 
of England, and took w ith them £106,000 
in securities in a carpet-bag. 
In some ex­ 
traordinary way the valuable bag was lost. 
It was recovered, indeed, w ith th e precious 
contents untouched ; but in the m eantim e 
an irreparable mischief had been done. 
I t is said th at when there was a run upon 
the Bank of England in 1765 the device 
was resorted to of paying the eountry peo­ 
ple in shillings and sixpences. 
One acute 
M m enester firm painted all th eir premises 
profusely, aud many dapper gentlemen 
w eredoterreii from approaching the counter. 
A story Is told of Cunliffe Brook’s bank. 
W h in there was an im petuous and unrea­ 
soning rush for gold, Mr. Brook obtained a 
num ber of racks of meal, opened them at 
the top, p u ta good thick layer of coin upon 
the contents, then placed them untied 
where tne glittering coin would be m ani­ 
fest to all observers. 
One bauk procured a 
num ber of people as confederates, to whom 
they paid gold ; then slipped around again 
to a back door and refunded it, and thus 
the effect of a stage army was produced. 
A t another bank the chief cashier himself 
exam ined every note w ith the m ost search­ 
ing scrutiny, holding it up to the light, 
testing the signature, and m aking believe 
that, on account of aiarm as to forgery, 
there was need of the m ost scrupulous 
care. 
W hen ho had completed his pre­ 
tended exam ination, he handed the note to 
one of his subordínales very deliberately, 
with, iu slow and measured term s, “ You 
may pay it.” 
O ther plans were to pay the 
money very languidly, counting it twice 
over, so as to be sure the sum was right, 
and to give a sovereign short, so th a t the 
custom er should complain, aud th e count­ 
ing have to be dono over again. 
A t oue of 
the banks peck m easures inverted were 
placed in the windows facing the street, a 
pile of gold upon the top. after the man­ 
ner of the frnit exposed to sale a t streot 
corners in the summer. 
A t another the 
coin was heated in shovels over the fire iu 
the parlor behind, and handed out as 
“ new ” at a tem perature of 300° Fahr. 
The clerk in charge, accommodating his 
phraseo’ogy to the occasion, cried out 
loudly every half-hour: “ Now, Jim , do 
be g ettin ’ on w ith them sovereigns ; folks 
is w aitin’ for their m oney.” 
“ Coming, 
sir, coming,” was the ready reply ; and 
tiie “ folks” thought the power of pro­ 
duction boundless. 
I t is alw ays the sim ­ 
ple-minded and the uninform ed who con­ 
stitu te on such occasions the chief portion 
of the throng, ju st as the people who go to 
extrem es are the half-educated ones. 
The 
crowd were easily persuaded—the proof 
th at all was right was burning their fingers. 
The account of the fortunes of the B ar­ 
clays’ Bank is very interesting. 
They are 
descended from the famous and intrepid 
Quaker, whose apology for his order is one 
of the m ost celebrated of our severer clas 
sics. 
David Barclay, a linen-draper in 
Cheapside, established his brother R obert 
as a banker in Lom bard streot. 
T hat 
house in Cheapside was a famous one in 
its day ; 
it was the house from the win 
dow sof which members of the royal family 
m ed to watch the procession on L orJ 
M ayor’s day. 
This was the case w ith no 
fewer than six reigning sovereigns, from 
Cnarles II. to George III. 
The son of 
the famous Q uaker had received the first 
three Georges. 
There is a very pretty 
letter in existence from a daughter of David 
Barclay, describing the reception of the 
royal family in the counting-house, which 
had been turned into a parlor. 
A nother 
version of the Barclay connection w ith 
royalty is th a t the K icg w ent iu state 
to th e city on a Lord M ayor’s day, and 
one of the horses of the royal carriage be­ 
came quite unmanageable in Cheapside, 
opposite 
the 
shop of 
Barclav, 
the 
linen-draper. 
The w orthy 
Quaker, 
perceiving this, descended into the street, 
and said, “ W ilt thou alight, George and 
th y wife C harlotte, 
and come into my 
house and 
view 
th e 
M ayor’s show ?" 
W hen the K ing left his house he said, 
“ David, let me sec thee a t St. Jam es' next 
W ednesday, and bring th y son R obert w ith 
thee.” 
W hen David Barclay and his son 
Robert approached the royal presence, the 
K ing descended from his throne and gave 
his Q uaker friend a hearty shake of the 
hand. 
The K ing asked David w hat he 
intended to do w ith his son, and said, 
“ Let him come to me, and I will provide 
him w ith honorable and profitable employ­ 
m ent.” 
“ I fear the a’r of the court of 
your M ajesty wonld not agree w ith my 
son.” 
“ W ell, David, 
well, you know 
b e s t; bu t you m ust not om it to let me see 
you occasionally at 8t. Jzm ca’. ” 
The 
banking proved as honorable and profit­ 
able aB any em ploym ent which the King 
could have given. 
I t may be said th at the 
Q uakers seem a people of peculiar aptitude 
for banking. 
They support each other, 
and also win mnch public support.

THE D E ’.TH THAT MET 1.S00 KEN. 


W e were driven back a t Seven Pines the 
first day, bu t on the second we gave them 
a little “ Ha.il Colum bia,” and drove them 
I ack in return about half a mile from where 
our outside Hue was established on the tirsr, 
day. 
I t was a m ost terrible fight. 
I h d 
never seen anything like it, and as I have 
never seen an account of a rebel charge 
made th a t day, I will undertake to briefly 
describe it. 
Ou a v oaded eminence a shoit 
distance below where our first line had 
been establi hed tw o or three batteries of 
artillery were sta ioued by H eintzelm an • 
One section of tw o pieces was draw n out 
from the wood and placed in the clear 
cornfield beytnd. 
I t was rather a dang « 
ons position for a battery to be in with 
out support. 
The section had scarcely 
unlim bered when from th e woods in their 
front there debouched four lines of Confed­ 
erates (Chetham ’s brigade), who, in regi­ 
m ental Iront aud four lines deep, came 
pouring down upon the devoted section.

kept booming away w ith terrible rapid­ 
ity.

was captured and the Lieutenant was a 
mangled corpse. 
Now came the m ost te r­ 
rible carnage I had ever seen. The capture 
of the stctiou had evidently greatly en- 
coutaged the foe, and his lines sw ept on 
and up the hill until within* about 100 
yards of the Union cannon.

slaughter-pen, indeed.

one of the men who had advanced got 
back again. 
I t was a gallant charge, and 
to

Lieutenant 
who comm anded the section 
alone 
in 
the field, anil who gave up his life to 
duty, was the credit of winning the battle 
due. 
The enemy lost about 1,500 men in 
killed, wounded and prisoners.

was eight men killed and sixteen wounded.

N ew York, February 17, 1882. 
The city has never been nearly so 
thronged as it is this winter. It is actually 
packed in every psrf, without sufficient 
apace for new comers who may want more 
than elbow room. • A great many of the 
present residents are transient; they are 
from all quarters of the country, drawn 
by pleasure or business, or both, to the 
commercial center of the Republic. Al­ 
though the normal population of this 
island (the municipal limits extend, as you 
know, much beyond it), is less than 1,100,­ 
000, it ia estimated now to be close upon 
1,500,000, owing mainly to the great influx 
of strangers incidental to the season. 
Every year more and more people come 
from North, East, West and South to 
spend 
THE WINTER IN THE METROPOLIS, 
Attractive from its climate, its variety, its 
wealth and its pleasures. And after pass­ 
ing several winters here they are so discon­ 
tented to pass them elsewhere, that many 
who can afford it decide to make New 
York their home. Manhattan has a num­ 
ber of serious defectB, but they are hardly 
perceptible to persons possessed of ample 
means, who natnrally think it a delightful 
capital. It is delightful to them ; it is 
hard, grinding, dreary, comfortless to the 
poor alone, especially to the very poor, 
who, unhappily, are always with us, and 
always will be, íd larger and larger pro­ 
portion. The saying that this is a city of 
paupers and millionaires, although an ex­ 
aggeration, like most generalizations, 
steadily grows nearer to the truth ; for it 
annually becomes more aad more difficult 
for persons of moderate income to live 
here. It has never been more difficult for 
that very numerous class than at present. 
Everything is dear—dearei than ever be­ 
fore—and salaries and ordinary means of 
earning have not materially advanced. 
Not only luxuries, but common necessities, 
are very high, household expenses rating 
from 20 to 30 per cent, above those of two 
or three years ago, for the same kind of 
living. 
RENTS ARE EXORBITANT, 
The supply of houses and apartments be­ 
ing, despite the active building all over 
town, wholly inadequate to the demand. 
Hundreds of families, unable to secure 
dwellings last autumn, were obliged to 
board; consequently every hotel and 
boarding-house of a respectable, or even 
decent sort, is full to overflowing. When 
any desirable residence chances to be va­ 
cant, it can be immediately let at a ma­ 
terial advance on last year's figures. 
You remember, when the elevated rail­ 
ways had been finished, and so many Bmall 
apartment houses put up, that it was 
thought New York would be relieved of its 
pressure of population, and that the tens 
of thousands who had been driven to the 
suburbs of New Jersey, Long Island, West­ 
chester, Rockland and Orange, would feel 
financially able to return to the city. But 
the anticipated lowering of rents did not 
occnr, and has not occurred. They have, 
on the contrary, gone up, and threaten to 
go much higher. Other things keep pace 
with rents : and men who cannot command 
more than $2.500 to $3,000 a year cannot 
affords to make their homes on 
THIS COSTLY ISLAND. 
A man with a wife and one or two chil­ 
dren, or even without children, needs 
$5,000 a year to support himself here in 
aught like comfort. And when he demands 
elegance or luxury in surroundings there is 
no limit to his requirements. Many New 
Yorkers spend on a single entertainment 
more than would be sufficient to keep an 
ordinary familyjfor five or six years. This 
seems very much like millionaires and 
paupers, does it not ? Hard as the winter 
has borne upon people of fixed incomes, 
and dependent npon salaries, it has been 
remarkably gay with the rich, whose habits 
become more and more luxurious. Since 
December 1st, dinners, receptions, parties 
and balls have abounded in the fashionable 
quarters, and they have been most lavishly 
iurnished. Not a few seem to have been 
given to show a contempt for money, and 
by Buch ostentations contempt have proved 
an over-appreciation of it. Some of the balls 
at Delmomco’s aad the Brunswick have in 
their entirety cost $10,000 each, and others 
on an extravagant scale are in preparation. 
There have never been so many Germans 
as this season, and never such a reckless 
profusion of flowers, owing doubtless to 
the fact that flowers are four or five 
times dearer than in any previous season. 
An ordinary bouquet will bring $4 or $5, 
which is not strange, when it is known 
that, rosebuds now sell here at fifty cents 
apiece. Everybody has learned that any 
kind of display is attended with large ex­ 
pense ; and penurious persons understand, 
therefore, that an entertainment of an 
elaborate order will advertise their prodi­ 
gality without any need on their part of de­ 
scending to particulars. Verily is New 
York a good place for the rich, but 
A BAD PLACE FOR THE POOR. 
Since the burning of the Potter build icgj 
formerly k nown as the World building, 
there has been active discussion by the 
press and public about the safety cf build 
ings in case of fire. Interest in the sub­ 
ject will soon cease ; nor will it be revived 
until there has been another loss of life 
from the same cause. In all great cities, 
notably here, people forget calamities or 
disasters of any and every sort in a few 
days ; they have too much to think of, too 
much to do, to carry them in mind. They 
are reckless, well-nigh indifferent to possi­ 
bilities or even to probabilities. They are 
willing to take their chances. This was 
clearly demonstrated in the Potter build­ 
ing. Everyone of its occupants knew what 
a death-trap it was, should it once get 
ablaze ; and yet nobody objected to stay­ 
ing in it. There are hundreds of stores and 
dwellings here known to be unsafe—not 
a few of them hive been officially pro­ 
nounced unsafe—but they continue to be 
occupied by persons fully conscious of the 
fact. 
A prominent hotel on the East side 
was condemned months ago by the Com­ 
missioners on Buildings, though it has not 
suffered any apparent diminution of patron­ 
age. New-Yorkers may be alarmed for the 
nonce by likelihood of disaster ; but the 
fear is soon dispelled in the hurry aDd rush 
of affairs. 
The subject reminds me of the 
stubbornness and 
STUPIDITY OF CERTAIN LANDLORDS, 
Who prefer their property shonld stand 
idle to letting it on terniB lower than they 
have named. When the New York Belt­ 
ing Company had been burned out by the 
fire in the Potter buildiDg, they were 
obliged to move into adjacent quarters, and 
they moved into premises, 29 Park Row, 
that had been vacant for thirteen years 
because their owner, whose name is Brews­ 
ter, could not get his exorbitant price, 
$16,000 a year, for them. He is the owner 
also of a large marble bnilding in Broad­ 
way, above Spring street, which has been 
tenantless for nearly the same time, for the 
[sue reason. It is estimated that he has lost 
oa it, including taxes, insurance, etc., about 
$900,000, and "that he has lost on the Park 
Row structure more than $300,000. He 
must be obdurate indeed, and singularly 
obtuse to his own interest, which few men, 
particularly rich men, are. Not many 
men, even in New York, could afford the 
luxury of such doltishness. Brewster had, 
I am told, a store down town which was 
worth some $13,000 to $14,000 annual 
cental j but he let it stand idle for years 


because he could not rent it for a term of 
twenty years at $20,000 a year. There are 
dozens of landlords here of his extraordi­ 
nary pattern ; but there must be some­ 
thing organically defective in their compo­ 
sition. 
MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 
Although the regular Italian opera sea­ 
son has past, Maurice Strakosch is to give 
a fortnight of opera with Gerster at Booth’s 
Theater, beginning next Monday night. 
As Gerster, a prime favorite here, was not 
a member of the Mapleson troupe this 
winter, she will certainly be welcomed 
back to the lyric stage by a host of ad­ 
mirers. No artist who has appeared for 
years on the metropolitan stage has won so 
many laurels auu so many friends as 
Etelka Gerster, at once a delightful singer 
and a delightful woman, which latter preci­ 
ous few prime donue are, or ever have been. 
Strakosch has shown his usual sagacity and 
understanding ol public taste by engaging 
so thoroughly admirable an artist. 
Henry E. Abbey has at last succeeded in 
inducing Adelina Patti to Bing here in 
opera, in which she must be heard in order 
to get an adequate idea of her wonderful 
voice. She had so often declared, after 
coming to this country, that she would 
not appear in opera, that A bbey’s argu­ 
ments must have been 
FINANCIALLY WEIGHTY—- 
So very weighty as to justify, no doubt, 
the high prices charged for admission. He 
is the boldest and most lavish of managers, 
aud the fact that he has overcome her oppo­ 
sition to regular lyric performances proves 
how indifferent he is to money when he is 
once set on a purpose. The first opera— 
“ Traviata”—will be produced at the 
Thalia (late Wallack’s) Theater, the 23i 
instant. There will be but seven repre­ 
sentations, including “ Faust.” “ Lucia,” 
“ Barbiere” and “ Trovatore”—hut they 
will form the chief musical event of the 
season. 
“ Patience,” though now in its fifth 
month at the Standard, is still drawing 
crowded houses. The advent of Oscar 
Wilde has helped the burlesque opera, and 
the burlesque opera has helped him, as 
they ought to do, eince W. F. Morse is the 
shrewd manager of both enterprises. There 
is talk of putting on “ Claude Duval” at 
the close of the month ; but I doubt if the 
management will feel justified in interfer­ 
ing with the long and exceptionally pros­ 
perous run of “ Patience,” the most enjoy­ 
able. I think, of all of Gilbert aad Sullivan’s 
musical satires. 
“ O iette” has made a happy hit at 
Daly’s Theater, and promises to keep the 
boards until the end of the season. The 
translation aud adaptation of Sardou’s play 
is Daly’s own, and his purchase of the 
right to produce it throughout the country 
demonstrates his managerial insight aud 
his apprehension of American dramatic 
taste. The piece is admirably mounted 
and, on the whole, very well played ; Ada 
Relian having agreeably surprised her 
friends by her fine personation of the title 
role, by far the mo3t important and diffi­ 
cult that she has yet assumed. Daly was 
the pioneer of the French social drama in 
this city at his old Twenty-fourth street 
house, and his happy revival of it at his 
new theater would seem to be a fresh au­ 
gury of still greater success. 
Clara Morris, who has been packing the 
Union Square with her inten-je and life­ 
like portrayal of Mercy Merrick at extra 
matinees, will soon appear as the heroine 
of Adoiphe Belot’s “ Article 47” a part 
in which she achieved her first reputation 
in the East some years ago. Her acting 
in that piece is so terribly real that the 
most blase play-goer is moved by it. One 
has only to see her in it to be assured of 
her commanding genius as an emotional 
artist. Her engagement adds to the ex­ 
traordinary attractions of this theater, 
which is undeniably 
THE LEADING THEATER OF AMERICA. 
It is understood that A. M. Palmer pays 
her $500 for each appearance, and finds his 
profit even at those exalted figures. Her 
support and the setting of the pieces of 
which she is the focuB are as nearly perfect 
as may be. 
Lawrence Barrett has been enthusiastic­ 
ally received as Arthur in William Young’s 
romantic tragedy of “ Pendragon,” pre­ 
sented here for the first time Monday 
evening in Haverly’s Fifth Avenue Theater, 
before a crowded aad intellectual audience. 
He is excellently fitted to the impetuous, 
passionate, magnanimous character of the 
ideal King, and wins the sympathies and 
plaudits of all who witness it. It is a 
poetic version of a poetic work.
